Howard Dean’s make-or-break point 


The next several weeks could be key for the former Vermont governor. Can he press 
enough flesh and garner enough endorsements to power his New Hampshire momentum?

OWARD DEAN’S campaign for 
president has a five-week win- 


dow. Sure, the former Vermont gov- 


ernor leads the polls in New Hamp- 
shire — a mid-August American 
Research Group survey found him 
at 28 percent to Senator John 
Kerry’s 21 percent and Congress- 
man Dick Gephardt’s 10 percent. 
And he’s bringing in the bucks — 
the $7.6 million he raised in the 
second quarter surpassed the funds 
raised by each of his Democratic 
opponents. But in the echo chamber 
of presidential politics, he faces a 


potential endorsement gap that 
could undo him. (Endorsements af- 
fect polling results, polling results 
affect fundraising totals, fundraising 
totals affect endorsements, and so 
on.) 

In five weeks, Dean’s third-quar- 
ter fundraising totals will be made 
public. If he can keep his momen- 
tum going until then (drawing 
crowds, avoiding scandal, expand-

ing his base, raising his poll num- 
bers), and if the third-quarter 
fundraising numbers are good — 
and in the past week, Dean dropped 
hints that they will be, speculating 
that he might not accept federal 
matching campaign funds — then 
the party establishment will likely 
accept him as the front-runner. If 
anything goes wrong, the spiral 
could head downward in a hurry. 

In the meantime, he can’t let the 
endorsements get away from him. 
After all; another $7.6 million won’t 
matter if the party faithful have al- 
ready pledged their support (along

THE NEED FOR REFORM 


Shame on the 
Department of 
Correction 


John Geoghan’s murder is only 
the latest in a long line of 
prison-centered outrages

N THE WAKE of the August 23 murder 
defrocked priest John Geoghan ’ 
who had come to epitomize the worst of the 
clergy-sexual-abuse scandal roiling t 
diocese of Boston — the Massach 
partment of Correction (DOC) has 
sweeping investigation into its owt 
and procedures. Governor Mitt Romney 
assembled a three-person panel to determine 
whether inadequate practices enabled Joseph 
Druce, a fellow prisoner, to strangle Geoghan 
to death in the most secure of the state’s 22 
correctional facilities. Worcester County dis- 
trict attorney John 
Conte is examin- 
ing events leading 
up to the brutal 
killing in order to 
pursue criminal 
charges against 
Druce, who’s al- 
ready serving a 
life-without- 
parole sentence 
for murder. And 
State Representa- 
tive Tim Toomey 
(D-Cambridge), 
who heads the 
legislature’s Joint 
Committee on 
Public Safety, which oversees the DOC, has 
vowed to conduct a future hearing on the inci- 
dent. 

But it’s unlikely that any of these official in- 
vestigations will tell us what really transpired 
on August 23 in the so-called Protective Cus- 
tody Unit at the Souza-Baranowski Correc- 
tional Center (SBCC), in Shirley, where 
Druce and Geoghan were housed. After all, 
the DOC has a less-than-stellar record when 
it comes to policing itself. Jim Pingeon, the

Punitive damage 


HE CRIMES OF former priest John 
Geoghan, who is believed to have mo- 
lested about 150 children over three 

decades as a priest, are almost beyond com- 

prehension. But the way he died is equally 

shocking. How did 

it come to pass that 

Geoghan was 

choked and 

stomped to death 

by fellow prisonet 

Joseph Druce in 

the most secure 

ward of the Massa- 

chusetts Depart- 

ment of Correction? 

If this incident does- 

n’t prompt a top-to- 

bottom overhaul of 

the way the Massa- 

chusetts Department 

of Correction does busi- 

ness, it’s hard to imagine what 

would. Yet reform of the state’s prison sys- 

tem remains in doubt. That’s because of 

prevailing societal indifference to the condi- 

tions under which the incarcerated live; in- 

deed, much of the public would like to see 

those who have committed crimes punished 

more severely. > 

As of this writing, we know many of the 
details of the killing — the use of a book to 
jam Geoghan’s prison cell door, the use of 
socks and a shoe to strangle the former 
priest, the duration of the attack, which last- 
ed eight minutes. Even so, we'll probably 
never know the full truth. Just as we'll never 
truly understand how John Salvi, convicted 
of murdering two reproductive-health-clinic 
workers in Brookline, was able to kill himself 
while in the DOC’s custody and care. Just as 
we'll never know how a guard who threw a 
bucket of acidic detergent at an inmate at 
Bridgewater State Hospital in the mid 1990s 
was able to keep his job after a two-year in- 
vestigation. Just as we'll never know why 
guards who allegedly burned prisoners dur- 
ing a “shakedown” at MCI-Shirley in 2000 
are still employed by the DOC. 

Governor Mitt Romney deserves credit for 
convening an independent investigation into 
the state’s prison practices, ranging from 
staffing levels to specific procedures in the 
protective-custody unit where Geoghan was 
murdered. But given that a DOC investigator 
is on the three-member panel looking into 
Geoghan’s death, we don’t expect the com- 
mittee to recommend substantial change. 

And substantial change is needed. Why 
was the elderly Geoghan, a serial pedophile 
who preyed primarily on boys — leading 
many to conclude, incorrectly, that he was 
homosexual, which evidence suggests was- 
n’t true — housed with a violent homo- 
phobe convicted of murdering a gay man? 
As Boston College theology professor 
Stephen Pope tells the Phoenix: “Even an 
idiot would know not to do that.” 

DOC inmates are under constant surveil- 
lance by guards. They live under lock and 
key. Yet abuse of prisoners by other prison- 
ers happens all the time. How? Geoghan 
was moved to the Souza-Baranowski Cor- 
rectional Facility because he didn’t feel safe 
at MCI-Concord. As Kristen Lombardi re- 
ports in this issue (see “Shame on the De- 
partment of Correction,” page one), Ge- 
oghan told attorneys with Massachusetts 
Correctional Legal Services (MCLS), which 
provides legal assistance to prisoners, that 
other prisoners routinely harassed him. But 
guards were in on it too. In one instance, 
says Jim Pingeon of MCLS, a guard defe-

cated in Geoghan’s cell at MCI-Concord. 
Regardless of what most of us might like to 
see happen to serial child molesters such as 
Geoghan, we have a Constitution that’s 
quite clear on the matter.

A truly independent investigation is need- 

ed to hold the DOC accountable. The 

Worcester County District Attorney's 
Office is conducting the lead investiga- 
tion into the murder. Just three 
days after Geoghan’s 
death, however, 
Worcester County 
district attorney 
John Conte al- 
ready believes that 
Druce appears to 
have acted alone, 
as Conte told the 
New York Times. 
This makes little sense 
when you consider that a 
prisoner in the protective-custody unit told 
Pingeon that he knew about Druce’s plans 
to kill Geoghan and had alerted guards, 
who ignored the warning. Surely that 
should raise suspicion that the guards may 
have been complicit in the murder. 

One sorry footnote to this tragedy is that 
because Geoghan died before the appeal of 
his conviction could be heard, the convic- 
tion will be dismissed. There will be no offi- 
cial record of Geoghan’s crimes in the 
Commonwealth. To be sure, Geoghan’s 
conviction was a joke. He was sentenced to 
nine to 10 years in prison for having 
touched a boy’s buttocks. Since when is 
anyone sentenced to jail time for what 
amounts to groping? Clearly, Middlesex 
Superior Court judge Sandra Hamlin, who 
sentenced Geoghan, had other allegations 
against the former priest in mind. But more 
substantial cases dealing with allegations of 
child rape were proceeding against Ge- 
oghan in Suffolk County. He will never 
stand trial for these crimes. Likewise, the 
Boston archdiocese — including Bernard 
Cardinal Law and his deputies — will never 
be held responsible, albeit by proxy, for en- 
abling Geoghan by repeatedly transferring 
him from parish to parish. As for those vic- 


But good intentions have a way of going 
awry, and that’s what has happened with 
CORI. Charges that have ultimately turned 
out’to be false regularly show up in CORI 
files. Charges that have been dismissed also 
appear. There are dozens of cases of mis- 
taken identity. Take the case of Edward 
Bland, whose childhood friend once used 
Bland’s name when he was arrested. As 
Lombardi reports (see “Record Time,” 
page 22), the “friend” has a lengthy CORI 
file that is sent to Bland’s potential employ- 
ers whenever they check his CORI back- 
ground. 

None of this, however, addresses the 
issue of whether CORI files should be dis- 
seminated in the first place. Ironically, when 
the CORI Act was passed in 1972, the in- 
tent was to protect the privacy of people 
with criminal records. The law limited those 
who could access someone’s criminal 
record to law-enforcement personnel, such 
as police officers and prosecutors. Employ- 
ers and landlords need not apply. Over the 
years, however, protecting privacy has given 
way to the public’s right to know. Thanks to 
changes in the law, the number of private 
and public organizations certified to receive 
CORI files has swelled to 9000. Just a 
decade ago, only 2000 such organizations 
were authorized to receive CORI reports. 
Meanwhile, the organization that adminis- 
ters the law, the Massachusetts Criminal 
History Systems Board (CHSB), fields 
125,000 requests per month for CORIs. 
Just two years ago, the agency dealt with 
83,000 requests per month. 

Now we see people with criminal records 
who have served their time — whether in 
jail or on probation — essentially unable to 
find employment. CORI files are thick with 
detail but thin on context. As State Senator 
Dianne Wilkerson told the Phoenix, “We 
have created a generation of permanently 
unemployable people and made them into 
pariahs.” 

Wilkerson has filed legislation that would 
require the CHSB simply to double-check 
the information given out in CORI reports. 
Yes, you read that right: double-check the 
information. That this doesn’t happen as a 
matter of routine is an outrage. But if it

tims of Geoghan who were waiting for their 
day in court with the priest, their opportu- 
nity for closure has been taken away. 

The public is likely to feel little sympathy 
for Geoghan. But we should care about the 
way Geoghan died. It was brutal. It was 
sickening. And it happened on our watch. 


HE DEPARTMENT of Correction isn’t 

the only portion of our criminal-justice 
system in need of reform. The Criminal Of- 
fender Record Information Act (CORI) has 
become a barrier to employment and hous- 
ing for thousands of law-abiding citizens. 
The intent behind the law is good: it pro- 
vides a means for employers serving vulner- 
able populations such as children and the 
elderly to check the backgrounds of job ap- 
plicants. No one wants to see people con- 
victed of child abuse serving as foster par- 
ents, for example. 


takes a law to get people in charge of dis- 
seminating information that could prevent 
someone from getting housing or employ- 
ment to make sure that the information is 
accurate, so be it. The second measure is 
designed to limit the information that can 
be disseminated in a CORI. Sponsored by 
State Representative Ben Swan, the bill 
would prohibit the inclusion of charges tha 
have been dropped or did not result in con- 
viction.

Jonah Rapino keeps busy as electric 
violinist extraordinaire for local instrumental- 
rock alchemists Devil Music and co- 
conspirator of Massive Distribution

The Jamaica 
Plain resident penned 
an impassioned call- 
to-arms on the 
MassDist Web site 
(www.massdist.com), 
explaining why he’s 
hosting the Berwick’s 
semi-premature burial 
rites. “The Funeral 
Show’ will be held in the basement of the 
Central Square VFW, one of the few 
remaining local spaces still available for 
booking eclectic functions — which is the 
point of this weekend’s requiem. “Can you 
name three places in this city that aren't a bar 
or club that you can book a rock show at?” 
reads the MassDist’s Web site. “Something 
needs to be done and we’re the ones that 
need to do it.” 

What Rapino has done is to organize a 
ceremony “to mourn the death/dying/near 
strangling of the Boston independent art and 
music scene.” Although proper funeral dress 
is required, make-believe mourners are 
encouraged to bring flowers, and there will be 
somber” organ music in between sets, 
Rapino isn’t a plumed-hat goth.

based musician with enough post-ironic wit to 
dabble in parodic bands like Elvish Presley (a 
Tolkienesque rock-opera-style spectacle) and 
the Monkeys (Rapino and his sister in suits 
and simian masks). Ultimately, however, the 
10-year Boston resident and working artist 
has organized the event to make a tongue-in- 
cheek “statement about the independent-arts 
scene.” (Plus, each of 
the four bands playing 
—U$AISAMONSTER, 
Devil Music, Pick Ups, 
and Godbois — has at 
least one member who 
used to live above a 
South Boston funeral 
home.) And Katya 
Gorker, the Berwick’s 
very own programming 
director, will read a 
eulogy for Boston's 
experimental-arts 
scene. “It’s partly for 
the Berwick, but | don’t 
want to say that the 
Berwick’s dead — it's 
more like an amputee victim,” says Gorker. 

“The place where the show’s happening 
has a lot of significance,” Rapino says. “It’s 
right in the Cambridge monopoly-rock spot 
where the bigger clubs have a stranglehold.” 
Which is symbolic, he says, because “pretty 
much all the freaky people have moved out of 
downtown Boston. They're nearly out of 
Cambridge, and they'll soon be kicked out of 
JP. What'll we do then?”

They're ersatz and unwieldy, a bit 
cynical, sort of a scam.

FOR YOU. It’s guestimated 
that since 1900, more 
than 200,000 song- 
poems have been 
recorded in hundreds of 
small studios across the country, from the 
old Five Star Music Masters on Tremont 
Street, to Columbine Records in 
Hollywood. These places were (and are) 
as much assembly lines as dens of 
creativity. In the film, we meet mercurial 
Gene Merlino, “King of the Demo Singers,” 
who's been banging em out since the late 
"50s. He once recorded 82 songs in four 
hours. 

Some ads promised returns of up to 
$50,000 in royalties per song. But 
unsurprisingly, not a single song-poem 
ever charted. It’s easy to see why, 
watching producer Art Kaufman peruse 
the lyrics, scrawled on yellow legal paper. 
of “The Thing,” a shambling manifesto 
about a monster who likes to boogie. How 
to make it sing? Some thoughtful hums 
and a few desultory pokes at a keyboard 
and Kaufman is off.

If the session men are a tad jaded, the 
songwriters themselves are disarmingly 
eccentric, quintessentially American 
specimens. Take prolific song-poem 
scribbler Caglar Juan Singletary, a virginal 
nerd who sits smiling next to his 
grandmother as he enumerates his lyrical 
preoccupations. “The subjects | write about 
are martial arts ... the ladies ... and 
religion. And science fiction, too.” These 
find glorious voice in a song like “Non- 
Violent Taekwondo 
Troopers” (which also 
throws in a nod to his 
beloved bike 
Angelaria) 
‘Angelariaaaaa! 
Show me yourself” 
croons mail-order 
maestro David Fox 
over a throbbing pre- 
fab synth score 
“Come in the spirit of 
Jesus Christ. Thank 
Jehovah for kung fu 
bicycles and Priscilla 
Presley.” 

Sometimes the 
song-poem process 
was used for less 
than pure 
expression. In the 
mid '70s, John 
Trubee 
mischievously scribbled the most 
obnoxious and nonsensical lyrics he could 
think of and mailed them off, expecting 
nothing more than a letter of 
admonishment. But sure enough his song 
arrived, with session pro Ramsey Kearney 
singing his song, “Blind Man's Penis,” in a 
duicet country twang over martial drum 
rolls and weeping pedal steel: “I got high 
last night on LSD. My mind was beautiful, 
and | was free. Warts loved my nipples, 
because they are pink. Vomit on me baby, 
yeah yeah yeah. A blind man’s penis is 
erect because he’s blind.” 

But most often, song-poems represent 
Americans’ straight-faced concerns, 
dressed up in an era’s pop-music idioms 
And like America itself, they're bipartisan 
An anonymous songster’s “Richard Nixon” 
iS a panegyric to Tricky Dick that lays down 
a stirring patriotic hymn, in the vein of 


Invest now to fight AIDS in Africa 


Soon after President Bush returned 
from Africa last month, his director of 
national AIDS policy, Dr. Joseph O'Neill, 
suggested that the United States should 
not spend more than $2 billion to fight 
HIV/AIDS in the coming year. He claimed 
that the health infrastructure in AIDS- 
burdened African countries expected to 
benefit from the Bush administration's 
AIDS initiative could not support an 
infusion of the full $3 billion recently 
authorized by Congress. This assertion 
not only misrepresents the degree of 
infrastructure investment required to 
make widespread AIDS treatment 
possible in Africa, but also diminishes the 
urgent need to confront the disease that 
kills more.than 6500 people in Africa 
each day. The president's well-intentioned 
$15 billion AIDS plan deserves an initial 
$3 billion instalment. 

As @ health-care worker who has come 
to know many people with HIV/AIDS living 
in resource-constrained countries, | know 
how quickly successful treatment can 
begin. Peter Piot, the executive director of 
the United Nations AIDS program, said 
last year, “Treatment is technically feasible 
in every part of the world... .. It is not

Many health professionals could begin 
treating people with antiretroviral therapy 
immediately, but for a lack of affordable 
AIDS medication. Even in places where 
trained professionals are few, there is 
sufficient capacity to scale up treatment 
for hundreds of thousands of people and 
to train the next generation of healers 
very quickly. Treatment is becoming less 
complex, and the number of pilis needed 
is decreasing. 

Congress and the president need to 
know that considerable capacity to treat 
AIDS already exists. DOTs (Directly 
Observed Therapy), a method to monitor 
medication for tuberculosis patients, is a 
model for AIDS treatment and is currently 
available in much of Africa. DOTs has 
been used successfully to treat AIDS 
patients in Haiti and other resource-poor 
settings with only basic laboratory 
equipment. With proper investment and 
training, AIDS treatment can be quickly 
integrated into the existing tuberculosis- 
control infrastructure. 

Needs for the first year of the Bush plan 
teach far beyond treatment. Many people 
do not have access.to voluntary 
counseling and testing, adequate nutrition, 
condoms, or treatment for sexually 


“Ballad of the Green Berets,” as Rod Keith 
— “the greatest song-poem interpreter of 
all time” — intones that “God, in his infinite 
wisdom, put Richard Nixon on this earth 
To bring to us his heritage, one of priceless 
worth.”

Over 
bombastic bass lines and blaxploitation 
brass, he talk-sings that “as your president 
|, Jimmy Carter, know it is possible to run a 
government efficiently, without sin or any 
corruption. | will do my level best to run the 
government decently, without any state of 
eruption.” 


It's these earnest and endearing 


songwriters that make Off the Charts so 
affecting — people such as Tennessee's 
Van Garner, who's been writing song- 
poems since the ‘40s in emulation of his 
hero Roy Acuff, or the guileless and gangly 


Gary Forney, who sets out with his son 
Josh to sing songs like “Chicken 
Insurrection” and “Three-Eyed Boy” to 
handfuls of bemused onlookers on their 
grandly named lowa Mountain Tour. (Never 
mind that it’s only one stop. And that “there 
are no mountains in lowa ... unless you 
count a few hills and quarries.”) 

Just as comics writer Harvey Pekar wa 
undeterred by his poor draftsmanship. 
simply enlisting others to draw his 
American Splendor strips for him, these 
people aren't afraid to contract out in order 
to hear their musical visions realized. And 
just as Pekar’s comic book — and the 
critically acclaimed film it’s spawned — 
finds beauty and resonance in the 
quotidian, so do the peculiar musical 
musings of these folks. “People are wild,” 
says NRBQ drummer Tom Ardolino, one 
America’s premier song-poem 
connoisseurs. “[The songs are about] 
whatever comes to their minds. Y’don't 
know what it’s gonna be!”

initiative should include frontioading funds 
for training and sensitization workshops for 
police, prosecutors, judges, and 
lawmakers on sexual violence against 
women and women’s rights.

Mastering the art of dialogue 


Words to 
the wise 


BY CHRIS WRIGHT 


HE HARDEST PART of writing a 
novel, besides resisting the urge to begin 


it with “Once upon a time,” is the dia- 
logue. I know this because, despite the fact 
that my own novel has never really gotten be- 
yond “It was wet,” I have an ear for these 
things. I am, as my fellow novelist André 
Breton might have said, a dialogiste. While 
there are few who will ever reach the dialogi- 
cal heights that I have, there are some rules 
that will help the budding author avoid look- 
ing like a complete twit 

Authenticity. If dia- 
logue were a car, it 
would not be a BMW 
gliding down the ex- 
pressway; it would be a 
Hyundai grinding 
through morning traf- 
fic. Dialogue is full of 
sudden stops and starts 
It swerves to avoid 
things and backs up 
when it hits dead ends. 

Sometimes it will start 

making rattling noises 

and steam will shoot 

out of the hood. In ex- 

treme cases, it will run 

over, and kill, a pedes- 

trian. Consider this ex- 

change, from my story 

“The Illuminated Goi- 

ter”: “So, um, it’s not exactly, you know, it’s 
not that I, that I thought you ...” “Hiyah!” 
“Ouch.” 

Themes. In fiction, even the most banal 
statements are loaded with what we call “sub- 
texts” — or, literally, “other stuff.” Let's say, 
for instance, that someone asks a character if 
he wants fries with that. Normally, a simple 
yes or no would suffice. But in fiction, buried 
beneath the surface of this innocuous ques- 
tion are underlying issues. Maybe our charac- 
ter was pelted with French fries as a child, 
and thus suffers from poor self-esteem. If so, 
he should go home, slather himself with beef 
fat, and eat himself into a coma. 

Action. With dialogue, words don’t only 
say things, they cause things to happen. A 
character may notice someone about to get 
hit by a model airplane and yell, “Duck!” But 
it can be more subtle than this. If the charac- 
ter yells, “Duck!” at a goose, the goose may 
get annoyed and peck the character to death. 
Thus “action” has occurred. And remember: 
a novel without action is like a duck without 
legs; it just bobs around, never going any- 
where, and is eventually hit by the jet ski of 
terrible reviews. 

Rhythm. Compelling dialogue has a cer- 
tain cadence. The playwright David. Mamet, 
for instance, has his characters speak in 
trochaic dimeter: “DAMN you! EAT me!” It’s 
a subtle distinction, but had Mamet’s charac- 
ter said, “Fuck YOU! EAT me!” the rhythm 
would have been off and audiences would 
have rioted. Dialogue should be like a drum 
solo. If someone’s happy, it should go badda- 
bip-bap. If he’s angry it should go, badda- 
bum-baah! If he’s on his way to make a drug 
deal, ptshh-uh-ptshh-uh-ptshh. 

Idiom. If you have a character who hails 
from Queens, you cannot have him say, “My 
goodness, Nigel! Bravo!” Instead, the charac- 
ter should use an appropriate idiom: “Nig-el! 
Cool beans!” Likewise, if you are going to put

words into the mouth of Sir Francis Drake, a 
“Talketh to the hand” -will probably not do. 
There are, however, limits to-using idiom. 
The Scottish novelist Irvine Welsh will rou- 
tinely have his characters say things like, 
“Tha’ fucken wee Hibby chancer, ken?” 
when there is not a character named Ken to 
be found. Wrong. 

Poetics. Introducing poetry into didlogue 
can be very useful. For instance, had Hamlet 
said, “I might kill myself today” instead of 
“To be, or not to be,” then Shakespeare might 
have ended up working the concession stand 

at the Rose Theatre. 
But then there's this, 
the second line of dia- 
logue from Ernest 
Hemingway’s “Hills 
Like White Elephants”: 
“It’s pretty hot,” the 
man said.” Had the 
man said, “It’s like the 
infernal air beyond 
Lethe, where the three- 
headed Cerberus slakes 
its gluttonous thirst,” 
then Hemingway 
would have been a dolt. 
It’s a fine line. 
Relevance. It's ex- 
tremely important to 
have dialogue that 
matches the action (see 
above). If a Baltimore 
police officer named 
Pete is being berated by a transvestite hooker 
he just busted, then “Hey, Wilhelm, pass the 
schnitzel” is going to leave the reader con- 
fused. Even the best of us make mistakes, 
however. My short story “Gringo Cappucci- 
no” contains the line, “ ‘I dropped an onion 
on the floor,’ said Madge,” when there was no 
onion, nor even a character named Madge. 

Suspense. |deally, dialogue should leave 
the reader so caught up in what’s being said 
that he misses his stop on the train and ends 
up getting mugged outside the Forest Hills 
station. In other words, there should be sus- 
pense. A character should never say, “Madge 
killed him!” He should say, “I know who 
killed him!” and then wait for three pages 
(two, if it’s a novella). Bear in mind, however, 
that your novel should contain a character 
named Madge (see above). 

Brevity. “‘] mean,’ said Robert to Roberta, 
picking his teeth with the what appeared to be 
a library card, or maybe a credit card, some 
sort of card anyway.

In fact, in the weeks following the 
bombings, American authorities trying to keep a lid on the de 
teriorating PR situation portrayed A-bomb damage as being 
just like that from conventional weapons, except that there 
was more of it. Those already dying of “atomic sickness’ 
knew better. 

Atom bombs like the ones dropped on Japan produce two 
types of radiation: initial and residual. (I’m getting this from 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki: The Physical, Medical and Social 
Effects of the Atomic Bombings, an exhaustive Japanese study, 
published in English in 1981.) Initial radiation is released by 
the explosion itself. Residual radiation comes later from ra 
dionuclides, radioactive isotopes either generated by the ex 
plosion or else induced in soil, building materials, bodies, etc 
by neutron bombardment unleashed by the blast

Although residual radia- 
ely minor threat, many of those who survived 
the blasts had already absorbed the initial radiation doses that 
would eventually kill or cripple them. Radiation deaths began a 
week after the bombings and peaked three or four weeks later. 
People with few apparent injuries would suddenly develop 
ghastly symptoms — hair loss, purple skin blotches, and 
bloody discharge from various orifices were among the more 
obvious — and die soon after. Of the 103,000 people estimat 
ed by the US military to have been killed by the bombs, 36,000 
died a day or more after the blasts. (Granted, many had multi- 
ple injuries and didn’t die of radiation poisoning alone.) 
Radiation deaths subsided after seven or eight weeks, but la- 
tent effects continued to appear for a long time. Fetuses irradi- 
ated in the wombs of their mothers were subject to high rates 
of miscarriage, stillbirth, and birth defects — many kids were 
retarded or had unusually small heads (microcephaly), stunted 
growth, or other afflictions. Cases of leukemia surged in 1947 
and peaked in the early 1950s. Additional problems included 
other cancers and blood disorders, cataracts, heavy scarring 
(keloid), and male sterility. However, no genetic damage was 
detected in children conceived after the blasts. Oddly enough, 
notwithstanding all the calamities visited on the Japanese by the 
bombs, the two things everybody now expects to happen in a 
nuclear war, mutant kids and the land glowing blue forever- 
more, didn’t. %

To Conason, the particular misdeeds of

Horowitz, both of whom — especially 
Horowitz — strike me as too far out of the 
mainstream to worry about. 

More enjoyable is Conason’s takedown of 
Limbaugh, who really does matter. It turns 
out that, when his audience isn’t looking, 
Rush likes to relax with $2000 bottles of wine 
and vacations in Paris. Nothing wrong with 
that, except for the contrast with his carefully 
cultivated man-of-the-people stance 

But Conason is strongest on Bush, a man 
whom he claims is “[i]gnorant but certainly 
not stupid,” and “a modern master of the 
pseudopopulist style.” 

Perhaps the most disturbing part of Big 
Lies — aside from Bush’s misdeeds on mat- 
ters ranging from tax cuts for the rich to 
welfare for corporations to favors for the bin 
Laden family — is a long discussion of the 
roots of “compassionate conservatism.” 
Conason notes that, in political terms, the 
first word is meant to soften the second in 
order to impress voters who were disgusted 
with the nasty extremism of Newt Gingrich. 

In fact, the phrase was coined by a con- 
servative ideologue named Marvin Olasky, 
who has advised Bush and his political mas- 
termind, Karl Rove. That, of course, isn’t 
news. What I hadn’t known, before reading 
Conason, is that “compassionate conser- 
vatism” means something very specific to 
Olasky and, apparently, to Bush as well: the 
end of the liberal welfare state, with all aid to 
the poor and needy instead coming from pri- 
vate charity, preferably of the religious vari- 
ety. That certainly “ Bush’s faith- 
initiative in a more malign light 

Conason also reports that Olasky appears 
to have flirted with an extremist ideology 
known as Christian Reconstructionism, 
whose tenets include the public stoning of 
homosexuals. As Conason writes, “While 
liberals sometimes mockingly liken Jerry Fal- 
well and Pat Robertson to the repressive 
Muslim fundamentalists of the Taliban, it is 
the Christian Reconstructionists whose vi- 
sion of a purified America most closely re- 
sembles that of radical Islam.” 

Now, Bush isn’t exactly progressive on is- 
sues of concern to lesbians and gay men, but

ers to the idea that maybe the media aren’t 
so liberal after all. 

Other liberal pundits with anti-Bush 
books, just out or in the works: the Nation’s 
David (The Lies of George W. Bush), 
columnist Molly Ivins and her frequent col- 
laborator, Lou Dubose (Bushwhacked), pop- 
ulist firebrand Jim Hightower (Thieves in 
High Places; see “Jim Hightower Speaks,” 
News and Features, August 22), and Prince- 
ton economist and New York Times colum- 
nist Paul Krugman (The Great Unraveling). 

Yet we live in a culture in which it is possi- 
ble to write a monumental bestseller and still 
fail to reach hardly anyone who doesn’t al- 
ready agree with you. Think about it. Have 
you read any of the doorstops produced by 
the likes of Ann Coulter, Bill O’Reilly, and 
Rush Limbaugh? Well, guess what? The 
people who are buying such books will not 
be paging through Big Lies anytime soon. 

Still, books such as Conason’s can have a 
salutary effect. Though I was already famil- 
iar with most of the tales of Republican per- 
fidy that he tells, there is considerable value 
in having them all neatly gathered together 
in one 245-page book. Moreover, to the ex- 
tent that television and radio programmers 
lean right because they think that’s where 
the audience is, success for Conason, 
Franken, Corn, et al. may force them to re- 
think their assumptions. 

Which would be a welcome development 
indeed, especially with Campaign 2004 
under way and Bush likely to have a 
fundraising advantage of several bajillion 
dollars. 


ONASON TAKES a few wrong turns. 
For instance, he is obsessed with Ann 
Coulter and right-wing blunderbuss David 


he’s hardly someone I’d suspect of secretly 
harboring a desire to stone them to death. 
So Conason’s section on Olasky and Christ- 
ian Reconstructionism struck me at first as a 
tad unfair. 

But you know what? The introduction to 
Olasky’s book Compassionate Conservatism 
carries Bush’s byline. And Bush’s record as 
governor of Texas — which includes, as 
Conason notes, “a decision to deprive 
200,000 children from poor working fami- 
lies of subsidized health insurance” — 
sounds like pure compassionate conser- 
vatism, as defined by Olasky. 

In other words, Bush may not understand 
what Olasky is all about, and I suspect he 
would be appalled if he did. But Bush has 
nevertheless allowed his philosophy of gov- 
ernance to be influenced by a radical theo- 
crat, and in ways that have harmed those 
who most need a helping hand. 

This past spring, Harold Meyerson wrote 
an essay for the American Prospect in which 
he concluded that George W. Bush might 
well be the most dangerous president of 
modern times — the worst, in some re- 
spects, since Confederate president Jefferson 
Davis was keeping slavery alive. | dismissed 
it because of the weirdness factor (i.e., 
Davis) and because Meyerson hadn’t even 
considered the high crimes and misde- 
meanors of Richard Nixon. 

Joe Conason has got me wondering. Big 
Lies is a valuable and convincing book 
about a president and a political movement 
that are eating away at the roots of our 
democracy. &

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The brutal murder of John Geoghan while in protective 


custody at a brand-new prison unit is only the most recent 
such incident in a system badly in need of reform 
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colleagues have long known that DOC inquiries 
into possible guard negligence and misconduct 
are, in his words, “not designed to actually find 
out what happened.” When a guard threw a 
bucket of acidic detergent on one of Pingeon’s 
clients at Bridgewater State Hospital in the mid 
1990s, for example, the department initiated a 
review. Prosecutors indicted the guard, so the 
DOC suspended him with pay and put its inves- 
tigation on hold. But when the two-year prose- 
cution ended in acquittal, the DOC dropped the 
matter. It took no disciplinary action against the 
officer, who was welcomed back on the job 
Notes Pingeon, who represented the prisoner in 
a successful 1999 lawsuit against the DOC, 
“This guard got a paid vacation for burning an 
old, crazy man. That struck me as seriously 
problematic.” 

The response seems typical, however 
When a prisoner alleged that three guards 
assaulted him while he was in segregation 
at MCI-Shirley last year, the DOC kicked 
off an internal review, which unearthed 





holes in the guards’ stories, according t¢ 
Pingeon. Officials asked the prisoner to 
submit to a lie-< 
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It seems the only exception to such a scenario 
came with the death of John Salvi, the infamous 
killer of two reproductive-health-clinic workers 
in Brookline in 1994. When Salvi committed 
suicide two years later, in 1996 — under the 
negligent watch of DOC guards — the depart- 
ment’s mental-health program faced intense 
media scrutiny. This outside pressure led to an 
independent evaluation of services by mental- 
health experts statewide. In the end, the DOC 
enacted 25 policy changes 

The action taken in the aftermath of Salvi’s 
suicide shows the power of independent review 
As of this writing, though, there’s no indication 
that an outside set of eyes will pore over the de- 
tails surrounding Geoghan’s murder. Kelly 
Nantel, a spokesperson for the DOC, insists 
such a review isn’t necessary. “The department 
is more than capable of conducting an internal 
investigation,” she says. “We’re confident the 
results will be appropriate and accurate.” Yet the 
notion that the DOC can honestly assess its 
own actions strikes many legal experts and 
prison-rights advocates as laughable. The insti- 
tution has plenty of incentive to cover up its em- 
ployees’ mistakes and misdeeds. The two 
guards on duty in the SBCC Protective Custody 
Unit last Saturday have more reason to lie than 
to tell the truth. They could lose their jobs — or 
worse, end up criminally indicted if their negli- 
gence rose to the level of “reckless indifference.” 
Thus, says Wendy Murphy, a New England 
School of Law professor and prominent victims’ 





attorney, the Catholic Church — whose leaders 
hid Geoghan’s pedophilia for 30-plus years — 
isn’t the only institution prone to rationalization 
and cover-ups. Like the Church, she says, “The 
DOC wants to avoid scandal. It has a strong in- 
centive to misstate the truth.” 

Governor Romney, meanwhile, deserves 
credit for going against the status quo and insti- 
gating his own inquiry into Geoghan’s murder 
Indeed, his strongly worded remarks on Tues- 
day that Geoghan’s murder represented a “fail- 
ure of government” indicate that the governor 
appreciates the severity of what has happened. 
Yet Romney’s three-person panel isn’t as inde- 
pendent-minded as, say, a civilian review board 
would be. In fact, it has a distinct law-and-order 
bent: it includes Mark Delaney, of the Massa- 
chusetts State Police; Mark Reilly, of the DOC 
investigations division; and George Camp, a 
criminologist with the American Correctional 
Association. David Shaw, a spokesperson for 
Public Safety secretary Edward Flynn, who

hand-picked the panel, maintains that its mem- 
bers “will give an honest and frank evaluation of 
the [DOC] system” and will recommend neces- 
sary policy changes to Flynn and Romney. But 
because of their law-enforcement ties, members 
will, at the very least, be perceived as quick to 
stand behind their correctional-officer col- 
leagues 

To date, the only promising investigation is 
that of Worcester DA Conte, who has stated 
that he’ll look at prison procedures as part of his 
effort. Because Conte is conducting a criminal 
investigation of a homicide, he will have to piece 
together how the murder took place — how 
Druce found opportunity to commit the crime 
despite the presence of guards, video cameras, 
and state-of-the-art security measures at SBCC. 
Conte’s already expressed concern over staffing 
levels at the SBCC Protective Custody Unit, 
among other things. So his work may make for 
an end to business as usual at the DOC. Still, 
Conte, who plans to present the case to a grand 
jury in September, stated at a well-attended 
press conference last Monday that he believes 
Druce acted alone. How the district attorney 
could know this after just three days may be in- 
dicative of the quality of the criminal investiga- 
tion. 


Y MONDAY, the grim details of the former 

priest’s final moments had begun to surface. 
According to Conte, who held a press event on 
August 25 to give a “status update” on his in- 
vestigation, Druce plotted his attack on Ge- 
oghan for as long as a month before he 





pounced. And when he did, he was prepared 
SBCC guards, Conte says, opened the Protec- 
tive Custody Unit’s cells so that the 24 prisoners 
stationed there could return lunch trays at 

11:48 a.m. last Saturday, letting Druce and Ge- 
oghan out for five minutes. Druce, Conte says, 
followed Geoghan. He jammed Geoghan’s cell 
door with a nail clipper, a toothbrush, and a 
book, which had been fashioned to fit the door’s 
electronic track. Druce tied Geoghan’s hands 
behind his back with a T-shirt, threw him to the 
floor, and used stretched socks to choke him. 
The former priest’s shoe and a pillowcase 
helped finish the act. 

The DOC did not respond to the scene until 
another prisoner — who had heard a loud com- 
motion and, according to Conte, had spotted 
Druce jumping off Geoghan’s bed onto his 
chest — alerted the guards. By then, eight min- 
utes had passed. Geoghan was rushed to 
Leominster Hospital, where he died at 
1:17 p.m. An August 25 autopsy ruled that the 
cause of death was strangulation and blunt 
chest trauma; Geoghan also suffered broken 
ribs and a punctured lung. 

One reason why the brutal murder seems so 
puzzling is that it unfolded in the SBCC Protec- 
tive Custody Unit, a brand-new wing consisting 
of 64 individual cells segregated from the rest of 
the prison population. Prisoners are mainly kept 
isolated from one another, with officials moni- 
toring their movements. Sources familiar with 
the wing say that the cell doors can be operated 
only by a flip of the switch at the guards’ control 
booth. So how did Druce — a self-professed 
homophobe and white supremacist who stran- 
gled a 51-year-old Gloucester resident in 1988 
because the man was gay — manage to slip into 
Geoghan’s cell undetected? How did he man- 
age to torture his victim for eight minutes? 
Were guards looking the other way? Or were 
they distracted, as it’s been claimed, and criti- 
cally understaffed? 

“There’s a real stink to what we know hap- 
pened already,” Murphy says. 

It’s hard to envision how Geoghan’s death 
could have occurred without a breakdown in 
the system. Geoghan was an obvious target of 
abuse — partly because he was a notorious pe- 
dophile, and partly because he was old, frail, 
and naive about life behind the wall. The DOC 
cannot argue that it didn’t know Geoghan was 
at risk; Nantel has publicly confirmed that the 
former priest was transferred to the SBCC Pro- 
tective Custody Unit last April because of prior 
trouble. When he was stationed at MCI- 
Concord, Geoghan reported to MCLS attor- 
neys that he endured abuse not just by prison- 
ers, but also by guards, Pingeon says. Guards 
allegedly shoved him in the visiting room, post- 
ed newspaper articles about him, interfered with 
his mail, and taunted him with labels like “Lu- 
cifer” and “Satan.” One guard, Pingeon says, 
even defecated in Geoghan’s cell. The MCLS 
does not know what, if any, action was taken 
against the guard, whose name Pingeon de- 
clined to disclose. 

At the same time, the DOC had plenty of 
warning that Druce was a loose cannon. Just 
days before the murder, prison officials had rel 
egated Druce to solitary confinement, a form of 
punishment. According to Pingeon, who visited 
several prisoners in the SBCC Protective Cus- 
tody Unit on Tuesday, one of Geoghan’s fellow 
cell mates even tipped off guards that Druce 
had threatened to target Geoghan. The prison- 
er, Robert Assad, who is serving time for arson, 
maintains that Druce approached him in June 
with an idea for staging “a hate crime” so that 
he might face federal criminal charges and, as 
such, get shipped to a federal prison. When 
Assad said he wanted no part of it, Pingeon 
says, “Druce allegedly said, ‘If you’re not going 





to, the only person who would be a candidate 
for this sort of thing would be John Geoghan.’ ” 
Assad has told the MCLS that he reported his 
conversation with Druce to DOC officials 

twice — but they didn’t see it “as a serious 
threat.” Eventually, Assad says, he spoke with 
Geoghan, who, he claims, confided his fear of 
Druce. Summing up, Pingeon says the account 
“suggests that this was an avoidable killing, and 
t of the

reflects a lack of commitment on the 
department to these very 
custody inmates.” 

That the DOC would place Geoghan — a 
serial pedophile who primarily assaulted boys 





in the same setting as a violent homophobic 
murderer defies common sense. “Even an idiot 
would know not to do that,” says Stephen Pope 
a Boston College theology professor Pope 
likens what DOC officials did in the time lead 
ing up to Geoghan’s murder to “giving keys to a 
young, drunk teenager and saying, ‘Go drive.’ ’ 
The department effectively created a recipe for 
disaster. Pope draws parallels between Ge- 
oghan’s death and Salvi’s suicide. Salvi, too, 
was a known prisoner at risk. His behavior indi- 
cated severe psychological trouble. But rather 
than keep close watch over the convict, officials 
failed to monitor him, which allowed Salvi to 
kill himself. “It’s the same thing with Geoghan,” 
Pope says. “The whole thing is pathetic from 
start to finish.” 


ILL GEOGHAN’S death prompt a public 

outcry for reform? It’s unlikely. Geoghan 
was, of course, a reviled man who used his 
priestly collar to prey on some 150 innocent 
children — in their bedrooms, in his family’s 
West Roxbury home, even in the sacristy. For 
three decades, he shuffled between six parishes 
while fondling, assaulting, and raping bays and, 
in rare instances, girls. Up to the day of his de- 
mise, he repeatedly denied his crimes. 

Many may react to Geoghan’s murder as one 
of the priest’s alleged victims did. Michael Lin- 
scott, a 45-year-old Hingham resident who says 
he was abused by Geoghan from 1967 to 1972, 
sees his perpetrator’s demise as almost a form 
of karmic justice. As Linscott puts it: “There is a 
law of the jungle, and I guess that’s what hap- 
pened here.” 

Naturally, it’s understandable to hear an al- 
leged victim talk that way. It’s much less com- 
prehensible to hear an elected lawmaker ex- 
press the same sentiment. In an August 24 arti- 
cle published by the Boston Globe, State Repre- 
sentative Demetrius Atsalis (D-Barnstable), 
who serves on the public-safety committee, 
said: “Not to sound cold here, but growing up, 
you hear about jailhouse justice, and this might 
be a case of that.” Atsalis clarified his com- 
ments to the Phoenix, emphasizing that what 
happened to Geoghan was tragic, “Anybody, 
whether he’s the devil incarnate or the average 
Joe doing two years for bad checks, should be 
protected no matter what you feel about him.” 
He stressed that Geoghan’s murder “definitely 
seemed to me to be a lapse by the correctional 
institutions” charged with protecting him (see 
“Media,” page seven). But one State House in- 
sider told the Phoenix that the term “jailhouse 
justice” is closer to “what a lot of people up 
here will tell you.” 

The onetime priest’s death may be no loss to 
society at large. But, as BC’s Pope notes, “It’s 
confusing to say someone acting out of hatred” 

—e.g., Druce, who may have been, as his fa- 
ther has hinted, a victim of child sex abuse him- 
self — “is in any way acting out of justice.” It’s 
unacceptable to turn a blind eye to someone’s 
brutal murder just because we don’t like him or 
her — if only for the sake of the state’s prison 
system. As Pope concludes, “Jailhouse justice is 
a misnomer. It’s really jailhouse evil.” 

Perhaps Governor Romney will live up to his 
word and take the steps needed to fix problems 
within the DOC. As the governor told re- 
porters on Tuesday: “If steps need to be taken, 
we will do that.” And if he doesn’t, if he lets 
the DOC sweep the Geoghan murder under 
the rug as it has done with other scandals, he 
will have jeopardized the integrity of the state’s 
prison system. The MCLS’s Pingeon sums up 
the situation best when he says: “It’s the 
DOC’s job to prevent murder in its prisons. In 
this case, it failed.” ®

RECORD TIME 


THANKS T0 GLITCHES IN THE STATE'S SYSTEM 
FOR MAKING CRIMINAL RECORDS AVAILABLE TO 
POTENTIAL EMPLOYERS, THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
ARE FINDING IT IMPOSSIBLE TO GET WORK

ALK ABOUT unintended consequences 

In 1972, Massachusetts created the Crimi- 

nal Offender Record Information (CORI) 
Act to protect the privacy rights of people with 
criminal records. Under the law’s original 
terms, only police, prosecutors, and other crimi- 
nal-justice officials, with few exceptions, could 
access someone’s criminal record. The excep- 
tions included entities required by law to check 
these records, such as liquor-licensing commis- 
sions. In 1996, however, lawmakers amended 
the CORI Act to give agencies serving vulnera- 
ble populations — such as children, the elderly 
and the disabled access to the state’s CORI 
database. The intent was clear: by forcing em- 
ployers to check the criminal record of a job ap- 
plicant, workplaces would be made more safe 
No one, after all, wants to see someone who has 
been convicted of child sexual abuse working in 
a day-care center. But lawmakers’ good inten 
tions soon went awry. Today, critics charge that 
the CORI system is out of control. They say that 
too much information is released under CORI 
including criminal charges that later turn out to 
be false or are dropped for lack of evidence 
They say that some people’s records contain in- 


accurate information or worse, list criminal 


activities perpetrated by another person who has 
the same name or who has used the innocent 

person’s name as an alias. As a result, says State 
Senator Dianne Wilkerson (D-Roxbury), “We 
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protested that he was not

Still, Fowler’s record has continued to dog 
him. There was the time, in June 1998, when 


Bland applied for a job as a packer at a check- 
printing company.

Within days, however, he received notice 
from the company that he’d been denied the $7- 
an-hour job because “I had a criminal record.” 
Then, in 2002, Bland again sought work at area 
warehouses and trucking companies.

Finally, in Octo- 
ber 2002, the US Postal Service hired him to 
work at an annex, in Chicopee — only to fire 
him two weeks later, after getting Fowler’s 
CORI. By this time, Fowler had racked up a six- 
page record detailing 27 criminal charges. 

“I was heated,” Bland says. “I thought, ‘] am 
losing jobs for this criminal!’ ” 

And so, Bland went to the Hampden County 
District Attorney’s Office, where he met with 
Patrick Sabbs. The assistant district attorney 
compared the fingerprints of Bland and Fowler. 
In a letter dated November 18, 2002, which 
Sabbs gave Bland and which Bland carries 
everywhere, the prosecutor wrote that the 
‘Commonwealth has determined through fin- 
gerprint examination that Edward Bland is not 
the person who was arrested and charged on 
the charges listed” on Fowler’s CORI. The first 
thing Bland did with Sabbs’s letter was present 
it to his postal supervisor, who rehired him. Yet 
three months later, Bland was among 20 or so 
postal workers who got laid off 

Today, he has come full circle. Once again, 
he’s seeking jobs at warehouses and trucking 
companies. Once again, he’s getting nowhere

years ago, when a 
childhood friend of Edward Bland’s was 
arrested, he gave police Bland’s name. Since 
then, whenever a potential employer has 
conducted a background check on Bland, 
the criminal record of Bland’s “friend” pops 
up. “Why should I-have to suffer because of 


Every time he fills out an application, he says, 
“It’s a mess.” Employers who request his 
CORI are getting Fowler’s instead. “It’s six 
pages of drugs and theft. You name it, it’s in 
there,” Bland says. Even though he’s hardly 
ever been in trouble with the law — once, at 
age 18, he tried to shoplift and got caught, an 
act for which he paid a small fine and for 
which he may have his own CORI (his attor- 
ney is investigating) — he must suffer the 
consequences of someone else’s crimes. As he 
puts it, “I feel like I’m living somebody else’s 
life, and it’s the life of a criminal.” 


T’LL BE TOUGH to pull off in today’s law- 

and-order climate, but legislators have filed 
two bills that would tighten up procedures for 
entering information into the CORI database 
and that would limit CORI files to charges that 
either resulted in conviction or are still pending. 
Both moves would help thousands of people 
with CORI files who have a difficult, if not im- 
possible, time finding employers willing to hire 
them or property owners willing to rent to them. 
The first measure, Senate Bill 1397, is spon- 
sored by Wilkerson, who is widely regarded as 
the leading voice on CORI reform at the State 
House. Her legislation would require the Mass- 
achusetts Criminal History Systems Board 
(CHSB), the agency that maintains the state’s 
CORI database, to ensure that a CORI report is 
accurate by double-checking information col- 
lected on a person before letting third-party en- 
tities view it. The second measure, House Bill 
1063, is sponsored by State Representative Ben 
Swan (D-Springfield). It attempts to mitigate 
the harm done to people with CORI records by 
prohibiting the inclusion of charges that have 
been dropped or found baseless. 

Over the years, Wilkerson says, she has re- 
ceived dozens of calls from Boston residents 
whose names appear as aliases on other peo- 
ple’s CORIs. Some have even contacted her 
simply because their names and birth dates hap- 
pen to match those of career criminals. Wilker- 
son attributes these mix-ups to the way in which 
the CHSB tracks its information. Although the 
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board collects various data to identify CORI 
subjects — a person’s name, aliases, address, 
date of birth, mother’s maiden name, father’s 
name, and Social Security number — it only 
confirms the name and birth date of a subject 
before distributing a CORI. As a result, the sen- 
ator says, CORIs have become “mismatched 
and inaccurate.” 

Many of her constituents have faced only a 
handful of criminal charges in the past, so their 
records should appear fairly innocuous. Yet 
their CORIs feature data that pertains to some- 
one else. One man named Larry Jones — “a 
very common name,” Wilkerson points out — 
approached her State House office recently. He 
had a CORI. His own record, however, kept 
getting confused with that of another Larry 
Jones, who had accumulated “far worse 
charges.” By the time the first Jones sought 
Wilkerson’s help, he'd spent four years trying to 
rectify the mistake. “Not only was his CORI in- 
accurate,” she says, “but he couldn’t even cor- 
rect the misinformation.” 

Indeed. Bland, too, has gone to extraordi- 
nary lengths to get his CORI corrected. He 
and Sabbs, the Hampden County prosecutor, 
have petitioned the Springfield court to re- 
move Bland’s name from Fowler’s CORI — to 
no avail. Two weeks ago, Ali Bers, a Spring- 
field legal-services attorney who represents 
Bland, wrote the CHSB to ask that her client’s 
name be removed from Fowler’s CORI — or, 
at least, that it no longer send out Fowler’s 
CORI when a prospective employer requests 
Bland’s. Says Bers, “It shouldn’t be this diffi- 
cult for Edward to fix this problem. It’s been 
such a drawn-out process for something that’s 
so obviously a mistake.” 

But the problems with CORI are by no 
means limited to matters of mistaken identity 
Many people whose CORIs are correct, but 
who have led law-abiding lives for years since 
their last illegal incident, often find that past 
misdeeds block their paths to productive fu- 
tures. Consider, for example, the case of Kim 
Walker, a 46-year-old Raynham resident who 
suffers from bipolar disorder. Walker (not her 
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real name) experienced her first brush with the 
law in 1996, when she was mistakenly diag- 
nosed with attention-deficit disorder and pre- 
scribed a psychiatric medication called Dexa- 
trin. As soon as she began her pill regime, she 
says, her personality changed. She grew com- 
bative. She picked fights. As she admits, “I was 
a maniac on it.” 

So it seems. In December 1996, after a spat 
with a neighbor, she wound up with a criminal 
record. The neighbor called the cops, who 
charged Walker with assault and battery and 
“threatening to kill.” Two years later, in De- 
cember 1998, she sparked an argument with 
her then-husband. Things got ugly; Walker 
says she hit her ex and kicked his car. The in- 
cident resulted in three additional charges 
against her — assault, “intimidation,” and de- 
struction of property. Within days, she lashed 
out again at a different neighbor and racked up 
another assault charge. All the while, Walker 
didn’t suspect that her problem was the med- 
ication, since her therapist never suggested as 
much. “The whole time,” she says, “I thought 
I was doing fine and I was just running into 
the wrong people everywhere.” 

Eventually, all six charges against Walker 
were dismissed. For her December 1998 out- 
bursts, the Plymouth District Court placed her 
on a year of probation, during which she was 
rediagnosed and taken off the Dexatrin. She’s 
had no run-ins with the law — or anyone else 
— since. But even so, Walker’s record contin- 
ues to hang over her head. This year, for exam- 
ple, three human-services agencies rejected her 
application for employment after requesting a 
copy of her record. She failed to land even a $7- 
an-hour post as a “dietary aide,” serving food to 
nurses in the basement of a nursing facility. 
Though employers have never mentioned her 
record, Walker blames it for her predicament 
After all, she has a bachelor’s degree in human 
services. And before her misdiagnosis in 1996, 
she had worked for eight years in a day-care 
center, as well as in group homes for troubled 
teens and mentally ill adults. 

“I did some things I deeply regret because I 
wasn’t getting proper treatment,” Walker says. 
“Now, it seems I have to pay for that forever.” 


VER THE PAST decade, the privacy rights 

of CORI subjects have largely given way to 
the public’s right to know. Lawmakers have 
granted more and more access to the state’s 
CORI database to agencies serving “vulnerable 
populations,” such as children, the elderly, and 
the disabled. Just last November — in the wake 
of Boston’s clergy-sex-abuse scandal, which 
created pressure on politicians to enact child- 
abuse laws — legislators again extended the use 
of CORIs. This time, they mandated that 
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CHSB] doing the work certainly consider that 
to be substantial.” 

It is. But the increased volume will almost 
certainly result in more mistakes in the system 
— mistakes with devastating consequences for 
people with CORIs, who are, more and more, 
encountering barriers to employment, housing, 
and even education. At the Boston-based Mass- 
achusetts Law Reform Institute (MLRI), Fran- 
cisca Fajana, a staff attorney, fields an average 
of six calls per day from residents across the 
state who're experiencing CORI-related prob- 
lems. Last year, Fajana and her colleagues set 
up a program dubbed the “CORI Project” after 
hearing complaints about the effects of the 
CORI Act from the African-American and Lati- 
no communities in Boston, Springfield, and 
Worcester. Since the project’s inception, in May 
2002, the MLRI has helped 334 people deal 
with CORIs. Generally speaking, Fajana ex- 
plains, people who have records — even those 
who were never convicted of a crime — are 
finding it almost impossible to secure a job, an 
apartment, or a student loan. 

By far, the biggest problem mirrors Walker's 
experience, because CORI files are chock full of 
information, but thin on context. Much of the 
trouble could be alleviated by limiting the infor- 
mation sent out by the CHSB to data on crimi- 
nal charges that end in conviction or are still 
pending. Generally, that’s exactly what the 
CHSB does: it reviews the documents and sifts 
out mere charges of wrongdoing before for- 
warding them to employers. But certain em- 
ployers still get to glimpse what Springfield at-

Fajana, of the MLRI, is more blunt: “Em- 
ployers see charges and say, ‘Forget it.’ ” 


'O HEAR THE CHSSB tell it, the CORI sys- 

tem is fair and balanced, and simply ensures 
that certain ex-offenders don’t work in certain 
environments. The board’s LaCroix finds it 
“very important” that people with records go 
through background checks when applying for 


specific jobs. The CORI Act, he says, “does a 
good job of restricting CORIs only where need- 
ed.” He recognizes that the law makes it tough 
for a violent offender to work in a nursing 
home, or a drug offender in a pharmaceutical 
lab, noting, “It’s not a bad thing to prohibit em- 
ployment in such instances.” 

He also emphasizes that the CHSB does not 
write the rules. Instead, it fulfills a mandate laid 
out by the CORI Act. When it comes to dissem- 
inating CORIs, the board has already limited the 
information that private entities can see to con- 
victions and pending cases — except, of course, 
if the legislature has said otherwise. And when 
legislation gives agencies access to “all available 
CORIs,” he explains, “that means if it falls 
under the definition of CORI, we have no 
choice but to disseminate it.” 

So what about the consequences of such 
broad language? Says LaCroix, “Certainly, we 
don’t want to keep people from getting jobs. We 
just want to steer people toward the most ap- 
propriate jobs.” 

As for accuracy, LaCroix and his fellow offi- 
cials in the Executive Office of Public Safety 
(EOPS), which oversees the CHSB, take issue 
with the criticisms. The word “inaccurate” im- 
plies that a CORI includes false material. “That 
almost never happens,” LaCroix contends. He 
and other officials allow that a “disconnect” 
can occur in the dissemination process if a per 
son, like Fowler, uses the name of another per 
son, like Bland, as an alias. Strictly speaking, 
they maintain, the CORI is not incorrect, since 
it reflects the right charges accrued by Fowler 
Rather, it’s wrongly associated with Bland, whc 
didn’t commit the crimes. Yet in such situa- 
tions, LaCroix states, “it’s up to the user” — 
i.e., the employer — to figure out the truth by 
double-checking an applicant’s driver’s license, 
birth certificate, and so on. (Of course, in 
Bland’s case, the truth was ascertained only by 
a fingerprint comparison, something virtually 
no employer would be able to do.) 

“We want information [on aliases] out 
there,” he asserts, since the criminal will prob- 
ably continue to use them. “The idea,” he 
says, “is to give the requester this information 
so the requester can determine” the truth. 
When asked if he thinks employers really go 
to such lengths to scrutinize a mixed-up 
CORI, he replies, “I do.” 

EOPS spokesperson David Shaw agrees: 
“Employers need to give a high level of scruti- 
ny to the CORIs they see. By getting this in- 
formation, there is a responsibility to apply it 
in ways that are fair.” 

To reformers, however, the onus for fair- 
ness and accuracy must be placed on the 
system — not on its users or subjects. 
Which is why the pending reform bills make 
so much sense. Senate Bill 1397 would sim- 
ply require the CHSB to match all informa- 
tion it gathers — not just names and birth 
dates — before sending out a CORI report. 
It would also require the board to mail a 
copy to the CORI subject, so he or she can 
see what employers see, and appeal any mis- 
takes. Meanwhile, House Bill 1063 would 
restrict the data the CHSB can disseminate, 
rather than giving it the discretion to include 
every run-in with the law a person has ever 
had. According to Haywood Fennell, who 
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heads the Stanley Jones Clean Slate Project 
a Boston advocacy group for ex-offenders 
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words, the measure would translate into more 
paperwork and personnel hours for the CHSB 
which, in turn, would cost more money 

What such comments mean for the future of 
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the legislature” want to enc 
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measures currently filed 
would work in the opposite direction of re 
form by granting more access to CORIs 
Swan sees such efforts as part of today’s 
tough-on-crime climate. Many legislators re 
gard ex-offenders as they do prisoners. As he 
characterizes it, “These people should be pun- 
ished for the rest of their lives.” 

But if legislators need a reminder of how the 
CORI system can cause harm, they need look 
no further than Kim Walker or Edward Bland 
Both have had to grapple with the conse 
quences of having a CORI — or, in Bland’s 
case, of someone with a CORI using his name 
as an alias — for years now. They've had to 
endure repeated rejection by employers, repeat- 
ed barriers to success. Of course, this is to say 
nothing of the jail time Bland’s endured for 
being confused with a career criminal; over the 
past seven years, he’s been tossed in the 
Springfield Police holding cell “at least 10 
times.” In 1999, he even spent four days — 
four days! — in Ludlow County Jail after a cop 
pulled him over for a traffic violation and pulled 
up Fowler’s CORI. As painful experience has 
taught him, a CORI “can tear your life apart.” 

Bland asks: “Why should I have to suffer 
because of the system’s mistakes?

Any slipping poll numbers in the coming 
weeks could send a signal that Dean is a flash 
in the pan. “Right now Dean is a high-wire 
act,” says Shumaker. “He could crash to the 














































floor very quickly, or he could be the next 
coming of Harry Truman.” 

Potential endorsers are also looking closely at 
how Dean handles the slings and arrows aimed 
at him by his fellow candidates. “Can Dean 
withstand that barrage?” Mackenzie asks. 

That barrage, a necessary part of the nomi 
nation vetting process, will likely start in 
earnest right after Labor Day. But criticism 
will also come from outside the party, hitting 
at symbolic bull’s-eyes that liberals don’t fully 
appreciate and that go to the heart of the 
electability argument. Nearly all Dean’s fellow 
candidates agree with Dean on gay rights; but 
every same-sex civil union granted in this 
country has occurred specifically because of 
Howard Dean’s signature on the only state 
bill permitting them.

are and this is its primary claim to fame — 
virtually foolproof thanks to the cadre of test 
cooks and editors who devote weeks and even 
months to perfecting them. 



























Senior editor and ATK co-star Julia Collin, a 
petite blonde with a cute-as-pie mug and a de- 
meanor at once vivacious and thoughtful, de- 
scribes the process: first, upon receiving a 
recipe assignment, “you do research to see 
what's out there, to see the full range of recipe 
[variations], and then choose five that span the 
range,” from traditional to souped-up. Take the 
onion-and-anchovy tart from Provence known 
as pissaladiére, for instance; Collin notes that 
“some people put potato in the dough to make 
it focaccia-like, some people use puff pastry, 
some people like a thin pizza crust. I'll pick a 
classic recipe from, say, Escoffier, then I'l pick 
a newer version,” and so on. After preparing all 
five in the test kitchen — which, with its spa- 
cious and sleek-yet-homey design, is also the 
set for the show — “there will be a tasting. Ide- 
ally we'll get a minimum of 10 to 12 people — 
editors, test cooks, whoever’s milling around; 
the more the merrier. And I’ve found that peo- 
ple home in on pretty much the same idea [of 
how a given dish should be}. That gives you a 
starting point. It’s like a funnel. You start at the 


top of the funnel, at the wide part, with the big 


issues, until you reach the tube of the funnel, 
when you can focus in on narrower points, 
testing minute things like the amount of salt.” 
Take, for instance, the question of properly 
dressing a cobb salad, a subject Collin, along 
with co-author and co-star Adam Ried, took up 
in a recent issue of Cook’s: “Cobb salad’s clas- 
sic vinaigrette dressing is both the tie that binds 
the dish together and its biggest 
problem. Unifying the disparate el- 
ements of this salad is a lot to ask 
of any dressing,” which “more 
often than not” ends up overpow 
ering some ingredients while leav 
ing others “high and unhappily 
dry ” To solve the problem the 
cooks experiment with one variable 
at a time, engaging in repeated 
processes of elimination — in this 
case, rethinking the dressing ingredient by in- 
gredient, then choosing the t method for ap 
plying the new and improved dressing to the 
salad itself (simply add and toss? 
gredient separately?) — until the

effort, democracy at work 

ATK follows along the same lines. “We try 
to home in on the philosophy of the show 
more clearly every season,” says Collin. “What 
we're presenting is the best recipe [for any 
given dish] we've ever tasted, and we've tasted 
a lot. But the idea is that we try to make it so 
that anyone can make it. We try to show the 
bad food with the good — to make the same 
mistakes we all make and then show how to 
fix them. No one’s exempt from cooking fail- 
ures, but we can explain them, at least, and 
that’s what makes us so different. It drives 
home the point that we really take time with 
each recipe, we really know it.” Such a thor- 
oughgoing, deliberate approach is the only es- 
cape route from what Kimball regards as the 
Scylla and Charybdis of America’s cooking 
trends, not to mention values: convenience at 
quality’s expense on the one hand, and con- 
spicuous consumption on the other. The for- 
mer, Kimball says, has dulled our collective 
taste buds: “As Julia Child has said, people 
don’t know how things are supposed to taste 
anymore. They’ve never tasted what real 
maple syrup’s like, so they keep going back to 
Mrs. Butterworth.” The latter, meanwhile, en- 
courages a cavalier stove-side exhibitionism 
that’s likely to backfire: “There is a right way 
and a wrong way to cook. There are things to 
know. So get rid of all the nonsense and fig- 
ure out what's really going on, because your 
natural tendencies in the kitchen to improvise 
are usually wrong — a lot of things that are 
right are counterintuitive.” 


Other segments of the show, such as “The 
Science Desk,” rest on that notion. As “Science 
Desk consultant,” John “Doc” Willoughby — a 
current Gourmet editor who has also taught 
food writing at Boston University and co-au- 
thored numerous cookbooks with East Coast 
Grill’s Chris Schlesinger — answers the one 
question that most recipes, for all their whats, 
whens, wheres, and hows, rarely ask: why? 
Why, for instance, does overcooked rice be- 
come sticky? Why are braising and other slow, 
moist-heat cooking methods preferable for 
tough cuts of meat? (Answers: starch mole- 
cules in the rice grains expand with the absorp- 
tion of water and clump together; the connec- 
tive tissue in meat known as collagen has suffi- 
cient time to melt.) 

Other features focus on product testing to 
demonstrate the merits and shortcomings of a 
relevant ingredient, piece of equipment, or par- 
ticular brand, thus giving readers insight into 
the logic of a given recipe: why use this and not 
that? Senior Cook’s editor and resident “equip- 
ment expert” Adam Ried chalks up the value of 
these segments to their sheer exhaustion of the 
experimental possibilities, which draw upon the 
patience and open-mindedness of a Cook’s 
cook. He seconds Kimball’s notion that culi- 
nary snobbery limits one’s capacity for discov- 
ery. For instance, Ried explains, cookery purists 
might be astonished by the results of a taste test 
conducted in an episode called “Two Chocolate 
Cakes,” whereby “our tasters couldn’t distin-

er’s era. It turns out they're great. 

You know the mess you usually make 
out of pecan pie or pot roast with a reg- 
ular knife; [these] make it incredibly 
easy to slice [such] foods thinly and 
neatly.” He also singles out Ecko bake- 
ware for exceeding his expectations: “] 
thought [it] was pretty low-rent, and it 
is inexpensive. But their pieces are 
thoughtfully designed and perform well. 
Okay, they may dent easily, but at $4, replac- 
ing them won't break the bank.” 

Meanwhile, skeptics who smell a plug in 
such comments can rest assured: Cook’s ac- 
cepts no advertising — period. (Again, Ameri- 
ca’s Test Kitchen follows suit, by virtue of the 
fact that it airs on commercial-free public tele- 
vision.) True, this policy necessitates high sub- 
scription and newsstand rates ($35.70 per 
year and $5.95 per issue, respectively). In 
turn, however, it ensures the loyalty of an au- 
dience that puts a premium on journalistic and 
culinary integrity. 

Actually, it could be said that Cook’s major 
selling point is its apparent aversion to selling 
altogether. Of the black-and-white images the 
magazine favors over full-color money shots, 
for instance, Collin observes that “the food is 
barely styled. It comes down to choosing a 
plate . . . because above all we want it to look 
accurate. We want it to look like what it will 
look like when you cook it. Which is actually

Today, Boudin and Clark seem the most 
peaceful and pacifist of women; it’s clear 
that they’re rehabilitated. Not that they 
will be let out. Boudin says, ‘I’ve been in 
prison for 20 years. | don’t look at this as 
unreal. We're just as real as the outside. 
This is our life.’” 

Well, as of October 1, it won’t be 
Boudin’s — Gerry’s gloomy prediction 
notwithstanding, she’s been granted 
parole. And this past week, she’s been 
part of not just ene but two 
documentaries (which may have 
influenced the parole board) playing in 
town. What | Want My Words Te Do to 
You follows Eve Ensler as she leads a 
writing workshop at the maximum- 
security Bedford Hills Correctional 
Facility for Women, where Boudin is 
incarcerated.

Funny bones 


Catching up with Dave Chappelle 


ave Chappelle is in the middle of a career hot streak 

that most comics would kill for. He just re-upped with 
Comedy Central for another season of Chappelie’s Show, 
his popular and critically acclaimed sketch-comedy show. 
His hour-long HBO special, Ki//in’ Them Softly, has just 
been released on DVD. “Blackzilla,” his last stand-up tour, 
packed venues across the country, including the Orpheum 
Theatre last April. His fan base was so rabid, audience 
members were shouting hecklers down before they had a 
chance to interrupt the proceedings 

And Chappelle, who'll play three New England dates this 
weekend, has unprecedented control over his Comedy 
Central show. He writes most of it with buddy Neal 
Brennan, with whom he also wrote the film 1998 Half 
Baked, his cult-hit tribute to Cheech and Chong. “I! didn’t 
use a writing staff for two reasons,” he says. “One was 
some Evel Knievel shit: | just wanted to show people, 
‘Look how prolific | am.’ But it has more to do with just ; 
keeping a singular voice to the show. You can do that < 
easier with two people than you can with 20.” 

He also doesn’t have a permanent ensemble cast to deal 
with. This allows him to pick and choose his regular 
contributors — including some of New York City’s best 
stand-ups, such as Pau! Mooney, Mario Cantone, Patrice 
O’Neal, and Rich Vos — and put them where he thinks 
they'll do the most good. That format will remain in place 
for the new season, which won't start airing until January. 
“There’ll be new characters and new sketches, but if it’s 
not broke, don’t fix it.” 

Not bad for a show that Chappelle created just to keep 
himself from stagnating on his farm in Ohio, where he lives

Henry, a female-to-male transsexual of Caribbean 
descent, is among this year’s imported performers whose 
work broaches one of those yet-to-be-dealt-with matters 
Rybeck refers to. His B47: Before Testosterone is a 
multimedia reflection on the experience of communities of 
color as seen through the eyes and lives of three female- 
bodied masculine characters. Together, he says, they 
represent the diversity of transgender experiences.

The play has a 
scholarly — even medical — basis to its examination of 
what transgender means. But there hasn’t been a lot that’s 
taken on race in a full scope.” He adds that it’s only 
recently that any research or documentation of the 
experience of transgender people, in studies of HIV and 
the long-term effects of hormones, has begun. 

Henry, who comes from an exhaustive background of 
activism and grassroots political organizing, has performed 
in extravaganzas and at small clubs throughout the US. 
But his Boston appearance bears significance — and not 
just because it’s being underwritten by the troupe’s new 
partnership with the National Performance Network, which 
facilitates partnerships among independent artists 
nationwide. Henry, who grew up in Boston and graduated 
from Emerson, made his professional acting debut with 
the Theatre Offensive in 1992. Now B4T marks a 
homecoming. It’s also a reunion, since he’ll be appearing 
with actress/playwright Renita Martin, in whose work he 
performed at the 1997 Women on Top Festivai, under the 
direction of Maureen Shea, a former professor at Emerson. 
“The festival is part of a giant political expression of 
culture, politics, and thought,” he points out, “and the 
politics and community aspects mean more than theater-y 
stuff.”

Honeyboy’s blues 


A Delta legend makes a rare visit 


G: st and singer David “Honeyboy” Edwards, whose 
travels bring him to Arlington next Saturday, began 
performing when the notion of touring was an impulse, not 
a requirement to support new records. This was, after all, a 
time when records were barely a decade old and Herbert 
Hoover was in the White House. Going on the road meant 
hopping a freight with his pal Big Joe Williams or Robert 
Johnson 
s changed since then, but Edwards, who at 88 

is one of the very last of the original 
Delta bluesmen, hasn’t changed so 
much. He still sings and plays as if 
the dust of the plantations were in 
his throat and his guitar needed to 
cut through the clatter of a 

2 day-night fish fry or a crowded 
juke joint full of dancers. And he’s 
still both wise and worldly 

qualities he needed to develop 
quickly when as a youth he traveled 
he South with a guitar slung across 

“You'd better be off the 

streets and in the fields during the 
day if you wére black back then, 
‘cause they’d haul you into jail for 
vagrancy and put you to work, and 
you didn’t know when they’d let he 
out,” he told me when we last 
spoke, about three years ago, over belts of Jack Daniel’s at 
the House of Blues in Harvard Square. 

Edwards, who relocated from Mississippi to Chicago in 
the 1950s, is about to make a rare trip East for a New 
England tour that includes a stop at the Arlington Regent 
Theatre. He’ll be joined on the tour by Frank Morey, the 
blues-steeped Lowel! singer-songwriter whose national 
debut, The Delmark Sessions (Delmark), came out last 
year. The Regent show will also feature world-class biues 
guitarist Ronnie Earl. 

Although Delmark is a Chicago-based label, there’s a

deeper connection between Edwards and Morey. Despite 
the nearly 60 years’ difference in their ages, they became 
pals last year when a stop on one of Morey’s tours put him 
in Chicago at a bar where Edwards was on the bill. “! was 
wondering if it was going to be a novelty,” Morey says 
“You know, the 87-year-old bluesman gets up to play. But 
then he started slashing at his guitar and these moments 
of absolute magic started to happen. And he’s a storyteller 
as well as a musician. Every song he plays, he’ll set up 
with a little tale of how he picked it 
up.” Afterward, Morey and Edwards 
H shared a table, and Edwards spent 
hours sharing his experiences with 
# women, music, gambling, and the 
other pursuits of the itinerant players 
who developed the blues. A bond was 
formed. “He’s a great guy,” says 
Morey, “and hopefully over the run of 
these dates I'll learn from him.” 
Edwards has already made his 
life’s lessons more widely available in 
his autobiography, 1998’s The World 
Don’t Owe Me Nothing (Chicago 
Review Press), and in the dozens of 
albums he’s recorded. Some of his 
best include the acoustic Crawling 
Kingsnake (Testament), the live 
World Don’t Owe Me Nothing 
(Earwig), and the exceptional Mississippi Delta Bluesman, 
which gets right to the heart of his music. But he’s best in 
performance, where his keening falsetto and the cries of 
his guitar evoke a sense of both history and mystery that’s 
rarely heard today.

The idea of situating a rather 
posh bar-bistro open after-hours in the 
same location is riskier. News Café was 
originally going to be called News 24/7, 
but has already cut out Mondays and 
weekday breakfasts; it currently averages 
about 16/6. A vestige of the all-night idea 
is that the front desk sells out-of-town 
newspapers, magazines, sundries, and 
even jewelry. Still, the management has 
scheduled a lot of hours behind a challeng- 
ing menu that includes not only traditional 
breakfasts but sushi and sashimi, sand- 
wiches, barbecue, burgers, steak, fancy sal- 
ads, nachos, lobster ravioli, smoothies, and 
as many as 10 desserts. Although they do 
some of these things reasonably well, the 
concept apparently hasn’t reached prime 
time, since recent weeks have featured all 
kinds of promotions. 

Our first visit coincided with Wednes- 
day “Ladies’ Night,” a free three-course 
dinner with the purchase of one drink, a 
rather good deal even if you never touch 
the drink. They've since added free ap- 
petizers and complimentary valet park- 
ing during dinner hours on Thursday. I 
returned on a deserted Sunday night at 
about 9, and had an excellent if unusual 
dinner of sea-bass sashimi ($5.95), 
western omelet ($9.95), and chocolate 
mousse ($7.95). Each of these was so

much better than anything five of us 
could’ve ordered on Ladies’ Night that I 
think the best time for News may be 
when the overstaffed kitchen isn’t doing 
a lot. Someone was still there to cut 
beautiful sashimi, interleaving the three 
slices of raw fish with paper-thin slices of 
cucumber, and decorating the plate with 
a vividly flavored leaf of shiso, a cleverly 
carved lemon, and the usual wasabi, 
pickled ginger, and soy sauce. Someone 
made a handsome omelet, with home 
fries made from creamy new potatoes. 
And someone cut a perfect pie-shaped 
wedge of feather-light mousse, with a 
wafer-thin layer of chocolate cake un- 
derneath and a little powdered cocoa on 
top. If you’ve always dreamed of eating 
this odd combination of foods from a 
deserted pink-granite bar, to the throb- 
bing accompaniment of club music 

well, this is your dream, at least until 
Sundays become free-sushi-with-beer-if- 
you-ride-up-on-a-Harley nights. 

On the first Ladies’ Night (July 30), 
with lots of people showing up as early 
as 7 p.m., the News Café was kind of a 
mess. The same DVD of Sex & the City 
was playing over and over on a silent 
wide-screen TV. It’s not a show that 
makes a lot of sense without sound. 
Even if there were sound, you couldn’t 
hear it over the loud techno and louder 
people trying to talk over the noise of the 
loud rooms. Your choices were the front 
atrium, with greenhouse windows, actual 
plants, a view of the Chinatown volley- 
ball court, and loud walls, ceilings,

floors, and people; the darker back bar, 
which looked quieter but was actually 
louder; or the two little rooms with 
couches, which had their windows open 
to the street like bordellos in Amsterdam, 
but looked like the most fun. 

The food is as herky-jerky as the con- 
cept. On the complimentary Ladies’ 
Night menu, a female can have a clever 
watercress salad done up as a bouquet in 
a vase of rolled cucumber slice, with a 
workable ginger vinaigrette and a few 
orange slices that taste like canned 
grapefruit; an overdone slice of grilled 
salmon on four underdone white as- 
paragus; a pretty great garlic-potato 
cake; and a “very berry sorbet” that’s 
actually an ice cream that looks like 
blueberry but tastes like strawberry, and 
allegedly contains raspberry too. Still, 
I’ve eaten a lot worse for the price of a 
watery mojito ($7), or a Jolly Rancher 
($8) — an egregiously sweet potation 
that tastes like watermelon syrup and 
vodka and contains an actual gummy 
candy, or even an overpriced but drink- 
able glass of Franciscan cabernet sauvi- 
gnon ($9 glass/$35 bottle), with some 
actual flavor although structured as soft 
as, well, dating-bar merlot. 

Being a guy and paying cash, | regret 
to say, is kind of a crapshoot. The 
“mountain of nachos” ($10.95) is cer- 
tainly a best buy, with heaps of red and 
yellow tostadas, very decent guacamole, 
random jalapeno slices, yellow cheese, 
and lots of pico de gallo. Coconut shrimp 
($10.95) come in servings of five, and 
though they have a nice coconut flavor, 
they are a lot smaller and greasier than 
they were at the Border Café. A regular 
shrimp cocktail ($12.95) is completely 
uninteresting and perhaps overpriced for 
four large but not intimidating shrimp. 

Duck-breast salad ($14.95) is a nice 
job on a whole, rare duck breast, sliced 
into half-inch-thick slices, with a bit of 
raspberry sauce, a raspberry vinaigrette 
on the greens, and a few random red 
raspberries, in case you missed the idea. 
Boston sirloin ($12.95) was ordered 
medium, came medium-rare, yet reached 
the right level of doneness at the table. It 
was, however, a stringy and chewy piece 
of meat, but came with properly-cooked 
broccoli and superb smashed potatoes, 
which must be why it is a “Boston” sir- 
loin — the potatoes, I mean. 

A turkey club sandwich ($10.95) was 
so overstuffed with thin-sliced deli turkey

I couldn’t taste anything else. It came 
with seasoned French fries that would 
have been quite good if served hot, and 
some coleslaw. Rigatoni with meat sauce 
($10.95) is actually rigatoni with tomato 
sauce into which are cut up some meat- 
balls. That’s bearable if you don’t order it 
with meatballs ($13.95), which are of 
course the same meatballs, which are 
overly dry-herbed to boot. It might be 
better with sausage ($12.95). Lobster 
ravioli ($14.65) would have been better 
without the crab sauce, which smelled 
fishy and old. The ravioli themselves are 
striped pasta with a bland filling 

For dessert we tried a tiramisu ($7.95) 
that was a rather flat, mostly-soaked 
sponge cake, with a bit of coffee flavor 
and not enough custard. Créme brilée 
($7.95) was all custard, no crust. It’s 
certainly possible that | had all the lucky 
choices on a Sunday, and nearly five 
times as many unlucky ones on a 
Wednesday. Maybe the sushi chef and 
the omelet guy are unflappable even with 
a house full of loud ladies, and the 
chocolate mousse always cuts perfectly 
and tastes great. But I think we have a 
concept here that can survive anything 
but success, so you have to suppress your 
usual instincts and go to News Café only 
when it looks half empty 

1 note to servers: in a loud restaurant 
when you sometimes cannot hear, a cus- 
tomer may ask if a cocktail can be made 
without alcohol. If that sounds like an 
order with alcohol, and you serve the 
drink, and the customer tastes it and says, 
“I meant to order it without alcohol,” you 
do the following: a) insist that you heard 
her order the drink and leave the drink on 
the table; b) whisk the drink away and re- 
place it with a non-alcoholic version; c) in- 
sist on charging for the drink; or d) bring 
over the manager? The right answer, of 
course, is b, but either of the other two an- 
swers is better than a. With a, the customer 
might just enjoy or ignore the drink, pay for 
it, and tip proportionately, but there is al- 
ways the danger that the customer is a re- 
covering alcoholic who will be very upset, 
the larger likelihood that the customer is 
under 21 (as was the case with our table), 
or the tiny but crushing possibility that the 
customer is an underage spy for the Boston 
Licensing Board or the state Alcoholic

Few of us need to look very 
hard to find an excuse to 
grab pizza for lunch. We do 
it often enough — it’s 
quick, reliable, easy on the 
wallet, easy to eat on the 
go.

as they’re prone to do 
whether the sun is on its 
way up or down — there’s 
no need for you to settle for 
satisfying your Italian urges 
by wolfing down a random 
slice. Stroll into the village 
— Il Villaggio, that is — for 
a lunch that’s lip-smacking 
enough to convince you 
there’s no point in dinner: it 
might only lead to disap- 
pointment.

Upon entering the little bistro, you note that its name makes perfect sense. If not 
for the front window overlooking the bustle of Hanover Street, you'd feel as though 
you'd taken a sudden turn out of the city and onto a rustic country road. Streetlight 
fixtures hang from a ceiling of pressed tin, and an artificial thatched roof is suspend- 
ed over the dining room, framing an open-air kitchen. The small tables are surround- 
ed by evidence of someone’s recent return from market: garlic bunches and dried- 
herb bouquets dangle amid hanging copper pots, pans, and colanders. All that rustic 
fare anticipates the freshness that hits each plate, whether you prefer a classic Caesar 
salad ($4.95; $6.95 with chicken) or a feta-topped hot salad ($5.95), with its sea- 
soned, sautéed veggies on a bed of greens. 

As you savor the seasonings, watch the grating, slicing, and sautéing of ingredi- 
ents that go into the velvety vegetable risotto ($6.95) or the slightly tangy lemon- 
thyme sauce that’s drizzled over the chicken-mushroom pasta plate ($7.95). A little 
less of a production — but no less a product — are sandwiches like chili chicken with 
avocado, green beans, and provolone, as well as eggplant parmesan (both $5.95) 

The latter’s thin slices, without much grease to weigh them down, are baked to such a 
perfect crispness that a friend was quick to pronounce it one of the best eggplant 
sandwiches she’s ever had. We all know it takes a village to raise a child; it seems 
that’s all it takes to raise a few standards too.

A week of studying Ornette 
Coleman with Ran Blake

he basement room is cozy but crowded 
and a little warm, since the air condition- 
er has been off for about a half-hour (tox 
noisy!) and the late afternoon still hasn’t 
cooled from the day’s typical 2003-Boston- 
summer high of 85 to 90 degrees. But the 
nine people sitting in a rough circle around 
the room are intent on the music. On the 
stereo, the quartet recording —— saxophone, 
trumpet, bass, drums — is blasting away, a 
jaunty, blues-inflected melody, and a stu- 
dent, sitting on the edge of his seat, has his 
hand in the air, index finger pointed sky- 
ward. Right . . . the music charges from a 
skittering fanfare into straight time and 
then . . . there! The hand comes down in a 
slash. “That was the hook for me,” says the 
student, Dan, a 57-year-old electrical engi- 
neer and guitar player. The “hook” is a 
downward bent note that comes about seven 
bars into Ornette Coleman’s theme on his 
1960 recording of “Blues Connotation.” For 
Dan, Coleman’s notoriously knotty music 
had been elusive until that bent note. To a 
guitarist, the bent note — a note that begin 
on a pure pitch and then sustains ar 
upward or down — is the sound of th 
blues, and a device particular to th

Une femme est un film 


Jean-Luc Godard’s 1961 masterpiece shows how it’s done

In fact, for the past 42 years, Une femme 
est une femme has kept audiences and critics 
— and its male director — guessing. It took 
the Special Jury Prize at the 1961 Berlin 
Film Festival (a year when Michelangelo An- 
tonioni’s La notte won the Golden Bear), 
from a panel that included Nicholas Ray and 
Satyajit Ray, and Anna Karina, just 20 when 
she made the film, was named Best Actress. 
Andrew Sarris wrote in the Village Voice that 
it “employs all the resources of the cinema to 
express the exquisite agony of heterosexual 
love”; James Monaco later hailed it as “one 
of the few absolutely necessary films in Go- 
dard’s canon”; David Thomson, writing in 
these pages; described it as “an MGM musi- 
cal made by Kaspar Hauser.” Yet Godard 
himself subsequently dismissed it as “a 
dumb film, without energy,” and Leonard 
Maltin has it pegged as “mostly a self-indul- 
gent trifle.” When Rialto Pictures’ restored 
print showed at the Film Forum in New York 
this past May, Anthony Lane wrote in the 
New Yorker, “That a movie directed by Jean- 
Luc Godard should well up in a stream of 
pleasure will mystify those who have fol- 
lowed the output of his later years.” Roger 
Ebert, on the other hand, called the film 
“slight and sometimes wearisome.” 

Every Godard film is grounded in oppo- 
sites (what would later become dialectic), so 
the critical spectrum and even the director’s 
doubts are part of the process. Every Godard 
film is self-indulgent, and most Godard films 
have wearisome moments. But no Godard 
film has ever been dumb, or slight, or a trifle 
— they’re all stuffed with images, with 
ideas, with questions for your consideration. 
Une femme est une femme mediates between 
celluloid and certainty, French and Ameri- 
can, comedy and tragedy, past and present, 
talking and communicating, boy and girl. 
It’s the Dom Pérignon of Godard’s ceuvre, 
and it’s getting a week at the Brattle, in a 
new 35mm print, starting next Friday. 

From the opening “Lights! Camera! Ac- 
tion” voiceover, Godard reminds us that film 
is not life and life is not a film. In turn, BRI- 
ALY and KARINA and BELMONDO com- 
mand the screen, huge letters, last names 
only, as if they were as 
famous as Astaire, 
Charisse, and Kelly. 
We're in the Stras- 
bourg—St. Denis quar- 
ter of Paris, and fash- 
ionably dressed Anna 
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Une femme est une femme/ 
A Woman Is a Woman 
Written and directed by Jean-Luc Godard. With 


Grands Boulevards; 
he’s also an amateur 
bicycle racer. Although 
the neighbor calls 
Angéla “Madame Ré- 
camier,” they’re not 
married. Angéla wants 
to have a baby; Emile is 
more concerned about 
being on form for the 
big race on Sunday. 
Angéla is tempted to 
have recourse to their 
friend Alfred Lubitsch 
(Belmondo), who 
thinks he’s in love with 
her. Emile and Angéla 
quarrel, Angéla goes to 
see Alfred, Emile visits 
a prostitute, and there’s 
some hanky-panky 
(maybe) before they 
kiss and make up. 

It’s light, but it’s also 
layered, and Godard 
drops ample hints to 
the viewer who's will- 
ing to be enlightened as 
well as entertained. 
“Lubitsch” is, of 
course, Ernst Lubitsch; 
Une femme can be seen 
as an homage to his 
1933 Design for Living. 
“Alfred” alludes to Al- 
fred de Musset, from whose 1834 play On 
ne badine pas avec l’amour (“One Doesn't 
Trifle with Love”) Angéla will give a dramat- 
ic recitation. Juliette Récamier was a noted 
19th-century socialite and saloniste famously 
painted by Jacques-Louis David and 
Frangois-Pascal-Simon Gérard; “Emile” 
could be Rousseau or Zola. And there more 
film references.

Karina’s appointment, however, 
is her strip-tease job at the seedy Zodiac 
club. And though Michel Legrand’s score 
keeps trying to tip the film toward the orgas- 
mic satisfactions of An American in Paris or 
a Doris Day movie, Une femme remains 
stuck in what Anthony Lane calls “musical 
foreplay.” 

The plot, as in all Godard films, is primi- 
tive yet primal. Angéla (Karina) lives with 
Emile Récamier (Brialy) in a shabby flat that 
looks more like Ralph Kramden’s than Holly 
Golightly’s: the oven is the size of a mi- 
crowave, Angéla has to hit a pipe with a 
hammer to get the shower going, and the 
phone is in the apartment of their next-door 
neighbor (who depends on the kindness of 
gentlemen callers). Emile runs a tiny news- 
stand/bookshop in a street off one of the 










navour was “super” 
(and in which Dubois 
played Aznavour’s girlfriend). When Angéla 
asks which boy can do the best trick, Emile 
imitates a hen and produces an egg, like 
Emil Jannings in Der blaue Engel. 

These allusions enable Godard to show us 
the life — literary and cinematic — we'd 
like to have while reminding us that we don’t 
and can’t, that art is defined by its being dif- 
ferent from life. That’s why his cinematic 
ethos is so disjunctive: only in Hollywood 
does life make sense. And he keeps remind- 
ing us because as long as we remember, 
we'll be participants in his films and not 
mere spectators. The best reminder in Une 
femme is Karina, who validates her Berlinale 
Best Actress honor by not trying to act, by 
letting Angéla be Karina and not vice versa. 
When Emile promises that they'll have a 
child when they get married, Angéla thinks 
he means right away (he doesn’t), and she 
proposes to write at once to Kobenhavn for 


her (that is, Anna’s Danish) birth certificate. 
Godard spoofs her “accented” French (only 
the French would cavil) and also the Franco- 
American “divide” (red-white-and-blue is 
everywhere, but whose flag is it?) when she’s 
talking to Alfred on the phone: he says, 
“What? I said, ‘Okay.’ Don’t you under- 
stand French?” Angéla-as-Karina even in- 
spires the film’s celebrated conclusion. Emile 
says, “Angéla, tu es infame”; she, deliberately 
(?) misunderstanding and attributing to him 
a grammatical mistake that no three-year-old 
would make, replies, “Non, je ne suis pas un 
femme. Je suis une femme.” Big wink at the 
camera. Fin. 

Une femme is Godard’s big wink at us, 
but it’s a serious wink. Some of his visual 
(Angéla at the Zodiac in bath towel stepping 
behind a pillar and emerging fully dressed) 
and linguistic (the labored bedtime se- 
quences where Emile and Angéla “talk” to 
each other via book titles) disjunctions are 
japes, but some are not. Arguing with Angéla 
on the phone, Emile says, “You can go fry an 
egg,” oblivious of his “hen” turn earlier and 
unmindful of “egg” as a baby metaphor. 
Angéla proceeds to do just that, but when 
Alfred’s telephone call catches her in 
flagrante, she flips the egg way up, runs out 
into the hall to tell him she’ll be right back 
then runs back into the flat and catches the 
egg on the way down. Anthony Lane de- 
scribes the egg as sticking to the ceiling, and 
it’s true that Godard, against the usual prac- 
tice, had a ceiling built as part of the flat’s 
set, but Lane is being literal where Godard is 
both playful and earnest. We don’t know 
what the egg is doing while Angéla is out in 
the hall — in this regard, Godard is the 
Henry James rather than the James Joyce 
(Susan Sontag’s description, corroborated 
by Raymond Durgnat’s reference to Jean- 
Luc’s “permanent state of ocular masturba- 
tion”) of filmmakers. And we’d do well to re- 
member that when we see Emile going up- 
stairs with the prostitute and Angéla in bed 
with Alfred, because we don’t actually see ei- 
ther couple doing anything. 

The disjunction between what we say and 
what we mean, what we see and what we

know, is always at the heart of Godard, but 
in Une femme it takes poignant form in the 
disjunction between men and woman. Go- 
dard had considered as a subtitle “On est 
comme on est”; you could expand the actual 
title into “Une femme est une femme n’est 
pas un homme.” The Récamier flat sports on 
its walls magazine covers from Sport & Vie, 
but what takes place there is more like “sport 
vs. vie,” or bicycle vs. baby, with Emile riding 
his bike around the apartment (men go in 
circles, women in a straight line?) whenever 
life gets too real. Emile yells at Angéla for not 
having the Real-Barcelona match playing on 
the radio when he gets home; then when she 
turns it off, he’s too absorbed in his newspa- 
per to notice. When at the café Angéla asks 
Alfred to play a song on the jukebox, he pro- 
poses “Itsy Bitsy Teenie Weenie Yellow Polka 
dot Bikini” but she wants Aznavour, “Tu 
t’laisses aller” (“You're Letting Yourself Go” 
but also “Let Yourself Go”), which echoes 
the sentiments of her dramatic recitation 
from Musset, Perdican’s speech at the end of 
act two, “I have often suffered, and some- 
times I have been betrayed, but I have loved.” 
Alfred plays the boulevardier, grabbing a 
huge bottle of Dubonnet from the bartender 
and pouring Angéla drink after drink, but he 
can’t pay the bill, and Aznavour (never mind 
Musset) seems way beyond him. Woman are

What’s most poignant about Une femme 
est une femme is its cinematic aftermath, Ka 
rina being killed off in Vivre sa vie and (by 
proxy) Le mépris and turned into a noir icon 
in Alphaville and Pierrot le fou and Made in 
U.S.A. It’s as if Godard were unable to let 
his femme be a femme.

Glover 
created a marvelous arc for 
Stockmann: you could see the 
man grow up and into a genuine 
heroism. With Patinkin, | didn’t 
have the faintest idea what moti- 
vates Stockmann.

He 
simply declaimed his lines, one 
after another, like an uninspired 
preacher, and when he got tired 
of all that undifferentiated recita- 
tion, he screamed.

“If you've got the poison, I’ve got the 
remedy,” Mraz sings to his ailing buddy on 
the track’s feisty stream-of-consciousness 
verse. His breezy acoustic funk enhances the 
good vibes, and the shimmering electric cho- 
rus — “I won’t worry my life away” — is 
icing on the cake. According to Mraz, the 
song didn’t click until he hooked up with the 
then-unknown songwriting team the Matrix, 
who have since become the talk of the music 
biz thanks to their chart-storming work with 
Avril Lavigne. 

“They were like, “Well, what do you want to 
do with this song?’ | was like, ‘I don’t know, 
I’m not really worried about it.’ Five minutes 
later, they're like, ‘Play your song.’ | played it 
again, and when it got to the chorus, they 
came in with the ‘I won't worry’ part. They 
took my theme and ran with it. That’s kind of 
how they work — they're the easiest group in 
the world to work with. That was actually the 
first song we worked on in the studio. Once 
that song was built, we knew what the tone of 
the record was going to be. That song has so 
much: a little bit of rap, a little bit of melody, 
a ballad feel. It’s a great example of what you 
can expect on the album.” 

Released last October to little fanfare, 
Waiting for My Rocket To Come was record 
ed largely in the DC area with Matthews 
Mayer producer John Alagia at the helm. 
Mraz himself handles the majority of the 
writing, and his back-up outfit encompasses 
the rhythm section from 1990s Richmond 
jam-rock faves Agents of Good Roots (his 
favorite band in high school), along with 


various alumni of Greyboy Allstars and 
Geggy Tah. When he plays the Roxy this 
Wednesday, he’ll be accompanied by a six

mary collaborator Walt Vincent teamed up 
with seasoned producers Brad Wood and 
Ken Andrews and courted radio without 
dumbing the songs down.

Earlier this year, Yorn returned with Day I 
Forgot (Columbia), scoring a plum opening 
slot on the East Coast leg of the upcoming 
R.E.M. tour, which hits the Tweeter Center 
on October 5. Once again working mostly 
out of their LA home studio, Yorn and Vin- 
cent brought back Wood and Andrews for 
the new disc and also enlisted famed R.E.M 
producer Scott Litt.

On the first day of class in his basement 
apartment, Blake makes the point that he’s 
not going to work his way incrementally 
through the chronology of Coleman’s career 
Instead, the class will take forward and back- 
ward leaps. The pieces he plays on the first 
day, and comes back to again and again, are 
“Lonely Woman,” from the epochal 1959 At- 
lantic LP The Shape of Jazz To Come (At- 
lantic); “Space Church,” and “Today, Yester- 
day, and Tomorrow,” both from 1987’s In 
All Languages (Verve), the former with the 
original quartet, the latter with Prime Time; 
and “Bourgeois Boogie,” also with Prime 
Time from In All Languages. And, only a lit- 
tle less frequently, Ran keeps returning to 
“Love Life” and portions of 
Skies of America, the sym- 
phonic work that was record- 
ed for Columbia Records in 
1972

To Dan, the problem of genre, and 
thereby of form, is crucial. And now Ran 
asks, “Does it make the piece better if you 
know it’s a blues?” It’s a question that gets to 
the heart of what I’ve come to think of as the 
Ran Blake experience. On the first day of 
class, Ran had approached ideas of form:

blues, AABA, ABAC. But he virtually never 
refers to form again. Instead, he breaks pieces 
down into 20- and 30-second fragments of 
melody. He makes a “scan” compilation of 
these fragments and is constantly pointing out 
how hard it is to “hold” these pieces — not to 
memorize them, exactly, but to feel them, to 
get a tangible grasp of the relationships from 
note to note. He asks — seduces, really — 
everyone into performing, but always to the 
simplest melodic material. After listening to it 
any number of times on CD, we hear Ran’s 
assistant Jared Sims play the simple, powerful 
“Space Church” (in what I decide is roughly 
an AABC form) on alto sax. Jared plays it at 
least once per three-hour session, usually 
more. On the final day we have a saxophone 
trio of Jared and our two Brookline High stu- 
dents playing the piece.

Although 
students and some of Ran’s guests bring in 
notations and transcriptions, Ran never does 
He asks us to learn everything by ear to 
listen to a piece a section at a time until we 
can “hold” it, and then go to our instruments 
and try to pick it out. And though he makes 
mildly critical comments about Ornette’s 
“Blues Connotation” solo, he also says that 
in terms of the class at least, “I don’t think 
it’s important who p s what.”

film Ornette: Made in America. We listen to 
an old radio interview between Ornette and 
Gunther Schuller. Ran talks a bit about the 
legendary Lenox School of Jazz in the Berk- 
shires, where he met Ornette as a fellow stu- 
dent in the late 50s, though we never hear 
about the actual meeting. On day four, Mon- 
day, we convene at the conservatory itself — 

a class open to the public. We talk to Ornette 
biographer John Litweiler and former Ornette 
bandmate Dewey Redman on separate con- 
ference calls and listen to WGBH jazz radio 
host Steve Schwartz talk about his early en- 
counters with Ornette’s music. There are 
more performances. And in a bravura presen- 
tation, New England Conservatory faculty 
member Hankus Netsky analyzes the theme 
of Ornette’s “Ballad,” from The Great Lon- 
don Concert (1965, Arista/Freedom). Netsky 
plays a recording of the piece, sings it as he 
plays it on the piano, sings it as he notates it 
on the blackboard. And if there was ever any 
doubt about what makes Ornette’s saxophone 
phrasing “blues-like,” Netsky’s back-to-back 
playing of Ornette’s performance of “Ballad” 
and then an Alan Lomax recording of an a 
cappella performance by convict Johnny Lee 
Moore makes it clear. 

By the last day, Tuesday, we’re 
back to Ran’s apartment 
listening and more performances. 
Dan finally performs on guitar 
— Ornette’s “Peace.” He’s fol- 
lowed Ran’s instructions, avoid- 
ing pencil and paper, referring to 
the half-speed tape, and he ex- 
plains how he’s learned the piece 
by breaking it down into small 
patterns of call-and-response and 
noting where in the form the pat- 
tern transposes down a fourth 

Back on the first day, Ran ex- 
plained that he wasn’t necessarily 
interested in technique or cor- 
rectness, and he referred to an 
old recording by an untrained 
Italian singer named Giovanna 
Daffini. She was in her 80s or 
early 90s, and her voice, he said, 
was like a ripe piece of Gorgonzola. Her 
pitch was way off. And yet, “You could hear 
all of southern Italy and northern Italy in her 
voice.” Now, he tells me he doesn’t want me 
to think that New England Conservatory isn’t 
interested in standards of performance. But I 
get the idea.

PISTOLS VS. 
MURPHYS: 
WINNER TAKES ALL 


When the Sex Pistols washed up on 
American shores in Atlanta in January 
1978, this newspaper sent a reporter to 

scene. Out of professional courtesy, 

gured the sporting thing to do was 
to be on hand when the Pistols washed 
up again, for their Boston debut, on the 
first date of their third-ever US tour 
The closest the band had come previ- 
ously was Mansfield in 1996. 

Who goes to see the Sex Pistols 
these days? Shortly after 8 p.m. last 
Wednesday, a woman of indeterminate 
age, in her 50s perhaps, with dyed- 
auburn hair and bondage pants, hob 
bled onto the FleetBoston Pavilion 
shuttle bus at South Station. Indicating 
her pants, she said, “These are from 
°78.” Then Kurt “Yukki Gipe” Davis, 
the punk-rock singer of Bullet LaVolta 
and the Konks, stepped on with his two 
sons, one of whom wore a Sex Pistols 
shirt that looked older than either of 
them. 

At the Pavilion, the Reverend Horton 
Heat had not quite finished his opening 
set when Dropkick Murphys fans 
began their traditional “Let’s go Mur- 
phys” hockey chant. The pairing of the 
Murphys and the Pistols was an odd 
one no matter how you spin it: the 
Murphys, after all, believe in punk 
rock, whereas the Pistols never did. 
There were more than a few graying 
heads in the audience, several sporting 
the yellow Nevermind the Bollocks T- 
shirts the Pistols were selling at their 
concession. Yet it was those aging sods 
who were about to come under fire. “If 
yer a cranky old bastard who bought a 
seat up front, Steely Dan’ll be here next 
week,” barked Murphys bassist Ken 
Casey. “Until then, this is a punk-rock 
show. Everybody forward!” The youth- 
ful elements took him at his word; pan- 
demonium ensued. By the time the 
Murphys finished their fight song “For 
Boston,” chairs were being ripped out 
of the floor and passed hand over head. 
For a few moments, anarchy reigned. 

\ man standing next to me said he 
hadn’t seen the Murphys before but 
was looking forward to the Pistols 

“I look at this as a cultural event,” he 
said, “like going to see the Mona Lisa.” 

“Either that,” I answered, “or a real- 
ly bad cover band. Could go either 
way.” 

“It’s a once-in-a-lifetime opportuni- 
ty,” he insisted. 

One can only hope so. “We cannot 
be stopped!”, Rotten crowed as he took 
the stage; a moment later, the band 
took a soggy swipe at the opening 
chords to “Bodies” and then stopped 
themselves. Unfortunately, they re- 
sumed. “First rehearsal,” Rotten apolo- 
gized. “Shall we go again?” 

Rotten wore parachute pants and a 
biohazard-logo Pistols tank top; he had 
flabby granny arms and flashed his old 
wild-eyed jigsaw smirk. Steve Jones, 
the guitarist, is shaped like a very fat 
fireplug; in his designer “chaos” T- 
shirt, he looked like an innkeeper on 
holiday who'd had his luggage 
switched at the airport. Bassist Glen 
Matlock wore his designer T-shirt 
tucked into his jeans; jug-eared drum- 
mer Paul Cook looks older than Charlie 
Watts, though he can’t possibly be. 

What’s to say? That they played 
every song on Never Mind the Bollocks 
and it was mostly awful? That lyrics 
were forgotten, bridges were mis- 
placed, Rotten occasionally lost his 
place and his breath, and a couple of 
songs, particularly “Holidays in the 
Sun” and “God Save the Queen,” 
protested against the unfamiliar keys? 


Well, what did 
you expect? 

“Of course | 
suck,” said Rot- 
ten just before 
getting beaned 
in the head by a 
brassiere at the 
opening of 
“Submission,” 
“but the differ- 
ence between me 
and you is what 
I suck and what 
you suck.” (Uh; 
come again?) 
You could’ve 
said the Pistols’ 
version of the 
Stooges’ “No 
Fun” — wheez- 
ing, uncentered, 
stumbling — 
was not bad 
given their age, 
but only if you 
missed the un- 
hinged version 
performed on 
the same stage a 
few months ago 
by Iggy Pop, 
who’s much 
older. “Pretty 
Vacant” and “No 
Feelings” were 
welcome respites almost enough. 
of adequacy, and 
if they’re no 
longer workable as protest songs, they 
still make great party anthems in the 
vein of, say, Twisted Sister’s “We're 
Not Gonna Take It.” 

“Whether you like it or not, we’re 
coming back,” said Rotten, appearing 
for the encore. “Sez here, ‘An Archie in 
the Ook.’” Nobody was fooled, but 
Jones’s guitar gave out, so Rotten led 
an a cappella sing-along of “Anarchy in 
the UK”; when he sang, “I use the 
enemy/I use anarchy,” you could’ve 
been forgiven for thinking he was 
shilling for a new detergent. In another 
life, that might’ve been the end, but 
Rotten, the cranky old bastard, is at 
long last an entertainer. “This is stu- 
pid,” he said in Jones’s general direc- 
tion. “Don’t be a wanker. Just play.” 
And there was “Anarchy,” if not anar- 
chy, and it was almost enough.

WYNONNA: 
JUDD-MENT NIGHT 


There was no shortage of rabid fans 
lining up to hand the Nashville starlet a 
bunch of flowers or give her a hug that 
usually involved a photo being taken at 
the South Shore Music Circus Sunday 
night. Wynonna, the daughter Judd 
from the blockbuster mom-and-daugh- 
ter act the Judds, was doing her best to 
keep the modest-sized crowd happy, 
and that meant acceding to most every 
request, even if it broke up the flow of 
her set. But Wynonna is smart enough 
to know that you take love where and 
when you can get it. So she wasn’t 
about to turn away even the scariest- 
looking autograph seeker. And though 
there was an 18-wheeler with the word 
“Wynonna” scrawled across it in big 
letters parked out behind the venue, 
this particular country singer harbors 
no illusions about her status in the 
world of show biz. Indeed, she was the 
first to point out that her stock has fall- 
en quite a bit over the past several 
years, that she’s no longer the Nashville 
hitmaker she once was. 

“I believe there is still love in the 
world,” she told the audience in one of 
her between-song sermons. “Even

She also seemed to have a relatively re- 
alistic view of herself, indulging in a bit 
of fun at her mom’s expense when she 
told the crowd, “Don’t believe every- 
thing you read — especially not in my 
mother’s book.” And then it was on to 
a Oprah-esque self-help slogan: “You 
can’t be defined by the world; you have 
to be defined by within.” In other 
words, don’t listen to what the critics 
say. 

This critic went in with an open 
mind (and with his mom, who happens 
to be a big Wynonna fan) and left feel- 
ing okay about where Wynonna’s at in 
her career. She tends to praise the 
Lord a little too much for my taste (I 
get my religion from professional ath- 
letes who couldn’t have gotten it done 
without help from the Big Guy), and 
she likes to try her hand at gospel 
singing toward the end of her sets, with 
sentiments like “Oh, my Lord, | can’t 
wait to meet you.” Me, I can wait, even 
if it takes a real long time. And | think 
Wynonna should think about sticking 
around for a while too.

Amy Allison comes into her own

my Allison’s songwriting talent has 

deep roots: she’s the daughter of jazz 

pianist and singer Mose Allison, who’s 
widely recognized as a sort of Faulkner of 
the blues for his world-weary Southern sen- 
sibility and devastatingly witty tunes like 
“Young Man Blues” and “Everybody’s 
Cryin’ Mercy.” Amy, who hooked up with 
Lone Justice’s Ryan Hedgecock for two 
discs in the late 90s as the duo Parlor 
James, has just released her third solo disc, 
No Frills Friend (Diesel Only). And she ac 
knowledges that her father is “a huge 
influence.” His lyrics, she explains over the 
phone from her home in New York, “are 
real philosophical and succinctly written, so 
precise and powerful. Everything that he 
does is pure him. It’s not like a decision. It’s 
more like he has to be true to himself.” 

Her work shares those qualities: the 
songs on No Frills Friend are characterized 
by economy, humor, and a natural sense of 
melancholy that hangs like moss from a 
tree. In contrast to her father’s idiosyncrat- 
ic piano jazz, her musical palette is built on 
a foundation of stripped-down rootsy pop. 
The disc features softly jangling guitars 
from Allison and producer David Scott, the 
Glasgow-born leader of the Pearlfishers. 
Pearlfishers drummer Jim Gash shuffles 
along gently, and the songs are fleshed out 
with subtle touches of synth or background 
vocal harmonies that bring a Brian Wil- 
son-style pop sensibility to the proceed- 
ings. But Allison’s lyrics are the driving 
force; like her father, she has a knack for 
distilling complex emotions down to their 
melancholy essence. “I don’t feel there’s 
magic in the air,” she sings on “Dream-

And nobody would expect an album 
full of it from Michael Franti and Spearhead, 
a band better known for their political lyrics 
than for generous melodies, catchy choruses, 
or irresistible rhythms. Yet their new Every- 
one Deserves Music (iMusic) is an unstop- 
pable river of funky rhythms, dizzy sonic 
tics, and great, great tunes. 

Right from the jangling chords and tin- 
kling piano that open “What I Be,” which is 
just aching for radio play, it’s obvious that 
Franti and his musicians have made a cre- 
ative leap. As the song unfolds, it also be- 
comes clear that they haven’t sacrificed their 
modernity or their social consciousness. “If 
I could be the sun/I’d radiate like Africa/ 
Smile upon the world/Intergalactic love, 
laughter/If I wore the rings, I'd wash away 
the whole world’s pain/ Bring the gift of cool 
like ice cream trucks on sunny days,” Franti 
sings in a half-spoken rasp that radiates 
positive energy. This delightful sentiment 
just runs deeper as the song unfolds, 
spreading a message to “love someone” as it 
straddles the worlds of hip-hop and old- 
school Philly soul. 

And the disc doesn’t let up. “We Don’t 
Stop” critiques the wars around us, from 


ing’s Killing Me,” “and if there were, I 
probably wouldn’t care.” 

Allison says she strives to filter out the de- 
tails of the people and situations that spur 
the songs. “I never want it to sound person- 
al or anything. I try more to detail the feel- 
ing, and I think that feelings are universal. | 
always like it when you say something sad in 
an upbeat way.

So do her fans. Elvis Costello cited her 
raw 1996 debut, Maudlin Years (Koch), as a 
favorite in a 2000 Vanity Fair article. And 
insurgent country singer Laura Cantrell, 
who also records for Brooklyn’s Diesel Only 
label, has made Allison’s “The Whiskey 
Makes You Sweeter” a highlight of her live 
sets. Indeed, though Allison’s straightfor- 
ward, somewhat nasal delivery has its artless 
charms, it’s no match for the honeyed 
sound of Cantrell’s voice. Her songwriting 
is what stands out, and it’s not hard to 
imagine Certain tracks on No Frills Friend as 
mainstream hits in the hands of other 
artists. The hook-heavy country stomper 
“Hell To Pay” would be a perfect fit for 
Nashville crossover queen Shania Twain; 
“Moonlight Becomes You,” which she 
recorded as a duet with Scott, is an old-time 
piece of mountain music that could easily be 
an Alison Krauss staple. 

And though she’s been pegged as a great 
writer of sad songs, Allison doesn’t want to 
be seen as a woman of constant sorrow. 
“Staring at the sky is something that every- 
body does — it makes you feel small,” she 
says in reference to “Beautiful Night,” 
which begins, “It’s a beautiful night so I'll 
try not to be sad.” “I don’t look at that as 
sad,” she adds. “It’s more like wistful and 
connected to the universe.”

No Frills Friend was recorded over the 
course of 11 leisurely days in Scotland, 
during two short breaks in a European 
tour, when she hooked up with David 
Scott at the Kilbride Arts Centre, and she 
admits that it came together more easily 
than her first two CDs.

It's 
been almost two decades since the 
South Bronx rapper, whose given 
name is Kris Parker, emerged as 
one of the most commanding voic- 
es in underground hip-hop as the 
leader of the group Boogie Down 
Productions, and he's still aiming 
lyrical barbs at mainstream rap 
stars. 

Unfortunately, the rest of the 
album is plagued by weak hooks 
and lame beats. Parker's booming 
baritone hasn't lost any of its power.

to Titanic. Cameron looks to his 
Oscar-winning epic for his first big- 
screen release since 1997, a 3-D 
IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Titan- 
ic (the ship, not Kate Winslet's career) 
narrated by the film's mock-documen 
tarian, Bill Paxton. Cameron, Paxton 
and a group of scientists and histori- 
ans went aboard a Russian research 
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ship and took two submarines two 
miles under the ocean's surface to the 
explore the hulk. Two high-definition 
underwater remote-operated video 
cameras were specially created for 
the film and maneuvered within the 
ship’s wreckage to reveal hidden 
treasures of the luxury liner, such as 
the undamaged stained-glass win- 
dows in the dining room and a glass 
and carafe intact upon a shelf in a 
cabin. Such details are haunting, un- 
like the phony “ghost” passengers and 
crew superimposed over the under- 
water images or Paxton’s blithering 
and self-important voiceover narra- 
tion. As for the 3-D element, it’s mostly 
a gimmick and distraction and is only 
briefly used. The underwater ex- 
ploratory technology is the real deal 
here but is only cursorily explained; it 
deserves a documentary of its own 
without Cameron's bells and whistles

***xHAMLET GOES BUSINESS 
(1987). Just the title of this Aki Kauris- 
maki film indicates that it takes itself 
less seriously than his Crime and 
Punishment. Set in the business 
world of contemporary Helsinki (thus 
predating Michael Almereyda’s pre- 
tentious 2000 version of the play), it 
offers a hero who loves ham: he's 
chomping on a slice as he comes 
across his poisoned father, whom he 
thinks is “sleeping.” As in Shake- 
speare, Uncle “Klaus” has knocked 
off Hamlet's dad to take over the “con- 
cern” (and wed Hamlet's mother, 
Gertrude, though the Oedipal theme 
is virtually nil here), and he plans to

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N THE RED LINE recently, | 
watched a girl get on the train wear- 
ing patent-leather platform boots 
laced up above her knees and a 
skirt that fell nowhere near them.

Her companion 
had a swatch of hot-pink hair on top of his 
otherwise shaved head; buckles lined his pant 
legs, and he sported a black mesh tank top of 
the type worn for gym-class dodge-ball 
games and soccer-practice scrimmages 
Most remarkable, though, wasn’t the 
pair’s sense of style. What was more outra- 
geous was how all eves were on them: every 
passenger on the train looked them up and 
down, some more blatantly than others. Two 


neatly dressed women whispered to each 


other, looked at the pair, and giggled like 
I 


catty seventh graders. A bearded man with 
crescent-shaped sweat stains on his shirt 
looked lecherously at the girl’s barely cov 
ered rear. From Porter Square to Park 
Street, the couple stood silently with the 
bristled air of people who know they’re 
being watched. And are used to it 

The phrase “anything goes” doesn’t really 
apply to Boston. Sure, you’re more than 
welcome to wear what you want, but you 
might get noticed or looked, leered, or 
laughed at. Boston can be a little cold and 
sometimes standoffish. We’re a city quick to 
judge. Perhaps it’s because Boston’s a col- 
lege town, and the culture of competition 
and selectivity extends be 
yond admissions offices 


and permeates the city’s 


streets and scenes. Perhaps it’s lingering Pu- 
ritan ideals. Perhaps it’s the awareness — 
the sometimes self-conscious hyperaware- 
ness — that we’re a world-class city with a 
reputation to uphold. 

Regardless of the reasons, Boston’s char- 
acter makes digging your heels into a neigh- 
borhood — finding a few blocks where you 
feel at home — all the more important. A 
stomping ground. A nest. A niche. Sure, 
Boston's got fabulous museums, top-tier uni 
versities, rich history, a potent local music 
scene, a great ballpark, and international 
eateries. Indeed, it’s a city of brain (Cam- 
bridge is the Silicon Valley of the biotech in- 
dustry) and brawn (major muscle goes into 
the Big Dig). But its neighborhoods make 
the city what it is and give Boston its vitality 
It’s a sense of neighborhood that allows you 
to feel part of a place when the city writ large 
feels a little too discriminating. 

And when looking for a place to call 
home, the most immediately discriminating 
(or welcoming) aspect is the price tag. That 
price tag varies across the city. Boston ain’t 
cheap, but some areas are less prohibitive 
than others. 

Gentrification follows a familiar path. Stu- 
dents and artists move into an affordable 
neighborhood. The place gets a reputation for 
being cheap, as well as diverse, hip, and hap- 
pening. More people want in. Restaurants 
open. Bars appear. Rents get raised. Yuppies 
come. Starbucks comes. Rents get raised 

some more. The artists and students and 

everyone else who lived there before find 
they can’t afford it, move to the next cheap 
region, and the cycle continues.

Emphasis on was. 

For a long time, Chelsea 
teetered toward crime, drugs, and violence. It 
had an unsavory reputation for political 
cronyism, environmental violations, and eco- 
nomically unsound properties. Corruption 
saturated every stratum of society. Slowly but 
surely, though, Chelsea has been shedding its 
unpalatable past, and today it’s begun to blos- 
som. The Tobin Bridge, visible from most 
points here, used to serve as a symbolic sepa- 
ration, a barrier dividing 
Chelsea from Boston, a steel 
reminder of what wasn’t 
possible. As Tea 
writes, it was “a town 
five minutes away from 
Boston that might as well

have been five hours, five days.” But now the 
Tobin Bridge serves its actual purpose, con- 
necting Chelsea with Boston, uniting one 
with the other. And further 
more, it provides a quick 
commute between the two. 
According to Michael Al- 
bano, vice-president of 
Boston Real Estate Group 
and a Chelsea resident, there 
are only 10 cities and towns 
in Massachusetts where the

average cost for a single-fam- 
ily home is less than 
$350,000. Chelsea is among 
them. Drive around Chelsea 
now, and you'll see scaffold- 
ing on storefronts, apart- 
ments being renovated 
Things are being repaired, 
spruced up, enhanced. The 
Admirals Hill development, a 
cluster of condos edging the 
waterfront, is a rehabbed 
Navy yard, redeveloped after a fire in the 
*70s. The community, with its brick buildings 
and neat balcony flower beds, has a retire- 
ment-home feel. 

On Spencer and Webster Avenues, on 
the other hand, there are about 100 new 
lofts, a signal, accordjng to Albano, of the 
demographic that Chelsea’s starting to at- 
tract. Brick townhouses line Beacon and 
Tremont Streets, and you'd be hard- 
pressed to distinguish the difference be- 
tween these streets and 
those of Beacon Hill 

until you see 





their price tags. Condos in Chelsea, says 
Albano, run about $200 per square foot, 
with lofts costing between $225,000 and 
$325,000. Two-bedroom apartments rent 
for between $1250 and $1500 a month, 
and one bedrooms run anywhere from 
$700 to $1000. 

A sweeping variety of restaurants, bars, 
cafés, and stores line Broadway, Chelsea’s 
main drag. There’s an abundance of beauty 
parlors and chintzy shops with lacy dolls 
and other assorted bric-a-brac. Unlike in 
most areas of Boston, here neon Tecate 
signs outnumber Guinness insignia in bar 
windows. The local eateries have a similar 
Latin tilt: there’s El Borinken with its can’t- 
be-missed awning; Tijuana Mexican Food; 
and King Tacos, with its killer pork tacos 
and colorful sombreros. A growing Viet- 
namese population has brought with it a 
slew of Vietnamese and Chinese restaurants 
like Chung Wah, which has bubble-tea latte 
posters in the window. And then there’s Old 
Pal’s Piano Bar, a dive of the-highest order, 
where the lights, ceilings, and prices are 
low. In the back room sits an elevated 
piano, and on Friday nights 
come for Sinatra sing-alongs. It feels like 
another era, as does Dillon’s Russian Bath, 
established in 1885

doesn’t change about Dorchester is that it’s 
always changing. 

This mercurial melting pot comes as a 
refreshing change from Boston’s sometimes 
pristine predictability. When your peregri- 
nations around the Boston area pivot on 
hubs like Harvard Square, Back Bay, and 
Brookline, it’s easy to forget that the place 
is made up of more than over-privileged 


college kids, overworked hospital employ- 
ees, and overpaid suits. It’s good to be re- 
minded otherwise, and Dorchester is unpre- 
dictable, with new waves of people coming 
in all the time. Most recently, those waves 
have included Jamaican; Haitian, and Viet- 
namese populations, but who’s to say who'll 
come next? 

It’s been whispered for a while now that 
Dorchester’s the next South End, and the 
voices are getting louder. According to Ted 
Bolton, a real-estate agent at Century 21 
Dorchester Associates, rent for a one- 
bedroom apartment runs between $750 and 
$1100 a month, and two bedrooms go for 
between $1100 and $1400. He says there 
are quite a few condos available for under 
$200,000. “Dorchester is ripe for develop- 
ment,” notes Albano, who watches as South 
End trends and styles extend toward places 
like Jones Hill. In Fields Corner, you'll find 
signs of the same. Despite its traditional 
Irish-pub name, the Blarney Stone bar is 
the picture of hip, with dark lighting, high 
stools, a red-felt pool table, and a patio 
fenced off from bustling Dorchester Avenue 
by trimmed shrubs.

Of these three up-and-coming neighbor- 
hoods, Teele Square comes closest to already 
up-and-come, but that in no way detracts 
from its low-key neighborhood feel, its casu- 
al community, and its relaxed atmosphere. 
According to Albano, Somerville on the 
whole is still on the rise. “Somerville’s really 
changing,” he says. “Cambridge is five to 10 
years ahead of Somerville in terms of pric- 
ing, but Somerville is catching up fast.” In 
Teele Square, Albano estimates that one bed- 
rooms run between $800 and $1250 per 
month, two bedrooms between $1500 and 
$2000, and condos between $300 and $350 
per square foot. Tufts University students 
and professors populate the square, as do a 
twentysomething crowd and people priced 
out of wildly popular Davis Square. 

In the last 10 years, Davis has garnered 
loads of attention and a reputation for being 
a corner of cool, a hipster haven with its 
smattering of bars, ethnic restaurants, cof- 
fee shops, galleries, and bookstores. Only a 
10-minute walk up Holland Street, Teele 
couldn't help but bask in some of Davis's 
limelight. Close enough for a beer at the 
Sligo or dinner at Diva, and far enough 
away to avoid the rising rents, Teele was 
Davis’s unassuming neighbor, it’s lesser- 
known sibling.

interview with Lyn Locke 
of LynLocke Lingerie

Remember the old Playtex commercial, “My 
Girdle is Killing Me!”? That pinched senti- 
ment couldn’t be further from the truth for 
Lyn Locke. Like most fifty-something-year- 
olds, the native Floridian grew up with gir- 
dies, corsets, garters and nylons, but for 
her, the tummy taming, hip-chiseling, butt 
smoothing supportery never went out of 
style. She’s since transformed her fashion 
fetish into an online venture, LynLocke 
Lingerie, specializing in new and vintage 
foundation garments. Her attractive cyber 
shop offers name brands such as Gossard, 
Strouse & Adler, Smoothie, Va Bien; plus an 
active chatroom and monthly newsletter, 
The Power Net! for like-minded enthusiasts. 
In September, she’ll host the Garters & Lace 
Convention 2003, in Lowell, Massachusetts; 
a weekend of fun and informative events 
aimed at bringing the girdle, garter and 
nylon community together. A tour de force 
for real curves, here a pleasant, well-propor- 
tioned Locke reveals her passion for anti- 
quated underwear. 


Early childhood memories of girdles? 
My mother wore mostly open-bottom gir- 
dies, but my grandmother wore panty gir- 
dies; she was very prim and proper. | was 
waiting for my turn to wear them. When | 
was 13, my mother bought me my first 
white panty girdle and stockings. They 
were just as smooth and silky as you can 
possibly imagine, nothing like today. It was 
a normal part of becoming a woman. Panty 
hose hadn't even been discovered yet. We 
all wore them, no questions asked 


Any girdie-related adolescent 
trauma? 

in 8th grade one day, | went to schoo! with- 
out one and my home economics teacher 
could see that -and my mother got a tele- 
phone cail. She had to come in and discuss 
the incident; | was never to come to her 
class without a girdle again. They also kept 
“good girls” good. You had the garters and 
stockings, and if you got into a situation 
that got out-of-hand, you had enough time 
to rethink your position about removing any 
garments -you just couldn't do it in small 
places. | think it really kept down on 
unwanted pregnancies. 


When did you start collecting and 
selling? 

In my early 20s, before that, | didn’t have 
that much to work with (laughs). | had col- 
lected so many over the years, thinking 
someday, | would wear them. It was caus- 
ing a space problem. Then in 1998, | met 
my current boyfriend Michael. He was sur- 
prised | wore them. He found it quite erotic. 
| showed him my collection; we talked 
about it. Over time, we decided to start 
selling them, first on Ebay, then my own 
site. 


What do you look for in a vintage 
undergarment? 

| like satin, especially with embroidery. For 
detail and lace accent, | like the long-leg 
varieties. | like the older styies. | don’t buy 
vintage replicas; | look for new-in-the-box, 
never been worn from the backroom of lin-

gerie stores. Replicas just don’t have the 
same workmanship you get in the authentic 
1940s, 50s and 60s girdles and corsets. 
They’re hard to find, but worth every penny 


Explain the girdie mystique. 

Wearing a girdle gives you a sense of power 
and confidence. | like the word “complete.” 
It makes you feel dressed with a finished 
look: Everything is in its viewing best. And 
men can tell. They won't see bumps and 
bulges, just the smooth contour of a 
women’s’ hips. Men over 60 years old real- 
ly appreciate the old look and younger men 
find it sensual, too. They want this curvy 
sexy image. If we as women, look the best 
we can, like a lady -they’ll do anything for 
us. 


What's the buzz on Lyn’s forum and in 
the chatroom? 

Men talk all about their knowledge of gir- 
dies: fiber content, styles, brand names and 
they have a particular interest in where 
garters should be placed. Ladies talk 
about when they started wearing girdles 
and how it effected their love lives.
